Jewry 
would, in gladness, have taken note of such a landmark 
in our latter -day history, but for the appalling contrast 
between Israel's position and outlook in 1841 and the 
heart-breaking situation that confronts us a hundred 
ycars alter. 

lHe JewisH CHRONICLE was founded one year alter 
the Jews of the Old and the New World had united, 
under the leadership of Sir Moses Montefiore, for their 
successful protest against the Damascus Blood Libel. 
[his moral triumph. was followed within a generation 
by the removal of every Jewish disability in England, 
and Jewish enfranchisement in the Central Empires and 
Italy. It is true that the word “ pogrom” was soon to 
be added to the vocabulary of modern politics by the 
Tsarist regime; but the millions of Jews fleetng from 
its Oppression strengthened immeasurably our older 
Communities in all English-speaking countries, and 
furnished the pioneers for the resurrection of the Holy 
Land. In the 20th century, despite all setbacks due to 
Reaction, Israel proceeded from strength to strength— 
ull 1933, when Nazism, in outrageous defiance of all 
civilisation and humanity, outlawed the Jew, and 
announced the policy of his disappearance from 


Europe. Ten millions of our brethren have accordingly

Faithful Mirror of Jewish Life 


To be sure, it is not only this that gives “ the Chronicle ” 
its importance to the Jewish historian and to Jewish history. 
It is rather that throughout these hundred years it. has 
mirrored with the utmost fidelity. and punctuality every 
aspect. of Jewish life both in England and in the. world. 
There has always. been a danger for Jewish. periodicals to 
become mere parochial organs, recording the small. beer 
of local communal activity and littl more. Moreover, 
in their anxiety to propagate a certain philosophy of Jewish 
life they have omitted to pay attention to anything else, 
becoming the mouthpiece of a section or even of a theory 
rather than the organ of a community. It would be idle 
to say that these dangers have never threatened THe JEwisH 
CHRONICLE: but they have in every case been surmounted. 
Its birth was at the period of the great Reform controversy 
in Anglo-Jewry, which was mirrored. in every issue of 
its first vears. Its s¥mpathies were consistently with the 
traditional party. But it refused to join in the heresy 
hunt, led with such zest by its slightly older contemporary, 
Tre Voice or Jacon, and even when the editorial chair

The Jews tived in harmony with the rest of the Yugo- 
slav population and their rights were always respected. 
They held high positions in the civil, educational, and 
other public services of the country and fulfilled their 
duties to the satisfaction of -the State. They always 
showed patriotism for Yugoslavia whenever the occasion 
arose. Many Jews gave their lives in the war of 1912- 
1913 and again in the world war of 1914-1918. 

There never had been a persecution of the Jews in 
Yugoslavia until our country was occupied by the 
Germans, Italians, and Hungarians. Unfortunately tt 
is not only the Jews who are being exterminated in my 
country to-day, but also large masses of the Yugoslavs 
themselves, who are sharing the same fate as your own 
compatriots. 

It is therefore essential that we should all unite and 
fight against the tyrants until the end, so that after the 
liberation has come, all the nations of the world may 
devote their activities to productive work for their own 
progress and for that of the entire human race. 


From Dr. S. M. BERRY, 
Moderator of the Free Church Council : 


On behalf of the Free Churches I most warmly 
congratulate THe Jewish CHRONICLE on attaining the 
dignity of a centenary. Whatever need there may 
have been to have an organ of free Jewry at the time 
when THe Jewish CHRONICLE was founded, there seems 
io me to be an infinitely greater need to-day. 

The hearts of Free Churchmen have been most 
deeply stirred by the terrible sufferings which have been 
meted out to the Jews in so many European countries, 
and we all long, pray, and work for the day when this 
ghastly tyranny may be destroyed and the burden of 
suffering relieved.

lolerance is a characteristic of the Dutch. The 
autocratic Philip Il. underrated this national virtue, 
which caused our people to regain. their national 
independence after a prolonged struggle. Throughout the 
ages the Government of the -Netherlands has been 
imbued with this virtue. 

Now an attempt is being made to divide the Dutch tn 
the Netherlands by persecuting or favouring for a time 
this group or that, according to indiscriminate whims. 
But the people as a whole form a protecting wall round 
each group that ts attacked. This confirms the fact that, 
with us Netherlanders,. “democracy” is not just a 
principle of. statesmanship according to formula, but, as 
far as this is possible, an achievement of human beings, 
in fact, the realisation of the Divine Commandment: 

Love thy neighbours.” If we say that the Dutch are a 
Christian nation we mean that we recognise the dignity 
of the individual. We do not take, as a measure for 
human actions, the whim of one single person or the 
interest of the State. Inherent national rights of fellow- 
citizens may not be tampered with or stolen at random. 
The Jewish problem has never been an internal problem 
for the Dutch. Our laws do not discriminate between 
citizens. 

Together with others, the Jews have contributed to the 
greatness and prosperity of our people. Now they suffer 
and fight side by side with the others; their suflerimes 
shal’ only serve to unite us even more. 

Ihe Dutch only began to understand the Jewish 
problemy when thousands of refugees trom Hitler's 
hordes poured across our frontiers asking for. help and 
for a root over their heads. The Netherlands gave all 
the help they could, and that—I believe-——-was rather 
more than’ most people imagined. Now some of our 
own people groan in concentration camps and sigh for 
the help extended in those days to the German Jews, 

Now the Netherlands, inspired by the leadership of 
the House of Orange, with her courageous Navy,. her 
brave mercantile marine, her land and air torces, and 
her rich, tree territories overseas, in the East and West 
Indies, stand in the ranks of the nations who are firmly 
resolved not to lay down their weapons until the cause 
of all this suffering has been vanquished. 

If, as Field-Marshal Smuts said, when peace dawns, 
an appeal should be made to the Netherlands, in_ the 
council of the peoples, to contribute a satisfactory 
solution to the Jewish problem, | know that all Dutch- 
men will consider themselves honoured to be allowed 
to work for such a solution, because it is our inner 
conviction that it ts our duty to help our fellow-men 
who have suffered in such a terrible way, and because 
in this way we can demonstrate how thankful we are 
for the great spiritual wealth they have given us. 


From THE PRIME MINISTER OF NORWAY, 
His Excellency Hr. Johan Nygaardsvold : 


One of our greatest national heroes is the poet 
Henrik Wergeland, who was the champion not only of 
our own national rights and democratic traditions but 
also of all human liberties. We are proud to remember 
that one of his greatest achievements was to secure, by 
the vigour of his pen, full equality of civil and religious 
rights for Jewish people in Norway.

THE DAYS OF DISRAELI AND DICKENS 
From Mr. ALFRED BEST 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sin-A hundred years ts a long time in the life of a 
newspaper, and it 1s very interesting to turn back to the 
records of that year in which Tue Jewish CHRONICLE first 
appeared and note the names and events that were ~ in 
the news’ then, apart from wholly Jewish affairs. 

Queen Victoria had completed four years of her glorious 
reign and had been married just over a vear to Prince 
Albert, of Saxe-Coburge-Gotha. On November 9, 184]. 
Edward, Prince of Wales—liter to become King Edward 
Vil.—-was born. 

In the sphere of politics, Sir Robert Peel (who previously 
was responsible for forming the “ Peelers “—the forerunners 
of our present police force) had just succeeded Viscount 
Melbourne as Prime Minister. The famous Duke of 
Wellington, hero of Waterloo, was Minister without Port- 
folio, while Benjamin Disraeli sat in Parliament as member 
for Buckinghamshire, 

Palestine was a province of the Ottoman Empire. and 
David Livingstone, the explorer, had been in Africa about 
a year. 


Chopin, Liszt, and Mendelssohn were playing and 


writing music that will never. die. 
Of contemporary publications in 1841, PUNCH was only 
a few months old, but THe Times was already a veteran 


> 


having been in existence for 56 years. A paper called 
BENTLEY'S MISCELLANY Was being issued, and the editor was 
Charles Dickens. 

I cannot gauge the value of advertising in the Press of 
that period, but I wonder if the gentleman who inserted the 
following small advertisement” in THe Times of 
November 12, 1841, successfully demonstrated’ the working 
of ‘his recipe”: 

TO MBPECHANICIANS.—To be SOLD an 
economical RECIPE of a Chymicat Com- 
position superseding the use of coals and 
steam on railways, and = in navigation. 
Write. etc. 

Here is a story of Jewish interest culled from Tue Times 
of Monday, November 8, 1841. Note how the early 
Victorian journalist pads his tale.

WHY THERE IS NO JEWISH ARMY 


Dr. Weizmann’s Revelations 
A PROMISE RESCINDED 


The following statement, by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, was issued to the Press 
at the week-end by the Jewish Agency for Palestine. The 
statement was to be made to a meeting of Zionist key-workers 
in London on Sunday last. 

“In the war against Hitler,” said Dr. Weizmann, “ the 
Jewish nation claims a place among the fighters in the forefront, 
and moreover, its right to fight under its own name and flag. 

“ The Twenty-first Zionist Congress, which met at Geneva 
in August, 1939, commissioned me to express to the British 
Government our desire to co-operate, I did so in a letter 
to Mr. Chamberlain dated August 29. I received a courteous 
but non-committal reply. We had to fight a political battle 
before Palestinian Jews were permitted to bear arms; and this 
battle is not over even now. 

“ There are two aspects to the Jewish war effort: in Palestine 
and the Middle East, and beyond. With regard to Palestine. 
we have from the beginning pressed for the recruitment of the 
maximum number of Jews in Jewish units within the British 
tg both for the defence of the country and in support of 
the British Forces .in the Middle East. e further offered a 
Jewish Division to be formed in the West for service wherever 
required, consisting of Jewish volunteers from all free countries, 
with a leavening of Palestinian Jews. 

* Mobilisation of Jews in Palestine became a most vital and 
urgent question when, in June, 1940, Italy entered the war: 
and still more so after the Germans reached the Eastern 
Mediterranean in force, in the spring of this year. The Pales- 
tinian Jews are prepared to dic fighting, but not willing to 
let themselves be slaughtered like sheep in a shambles—co-opera- 
tion ts an offer, but self-defence is a claim. Certain steps for 
local’ defence have been taken by the Government, and this 
is the most satisfactory point of my report. 

“| pass to the enlistment of Palestinian Jews for military 
service in the Middle East. At first the main thing offered 
by H.M. Government was service in two mixed * Palestinian ° 
units of the Pioneers, who are non-combatants. But this was 
not what the Jews asked for. When at last it was decided to 
enlist Palestinians ‘for combatant service, numerical ‘parity 
between Jews and Arabs was insisted upon. . And as the keen- 
ness of the Palestinian Arabs was not equal to the occasion, 
this rule restricted Jewish numbers to a mere fraction of what 
the total would otherwise have been. Since the parity rule 
has been relaxed new Jewish companies have been added to 
The Buffs. Together with more than. 1,500 in the R.A.F. Ground 
Forces, and various auxiliary units, the Palestinian Jews have 
supplied by now some 10,000 men to the British Forces, and 
recruitment continues. 


The Name of Jew Shunned 


“ There is, however, one supremely important aspect on 
which, so far, we have been refused any satisfaction. Like all 
nations, the Jews desire to serve under their own national 
name and flag, doing honour to their national badge, the Shicld 
of David, which the Nazis try to convert into a mark of shame. 
But the name of ‘Jew’ seems to be shunned as much by 
those who accept our services as it is flaunted by our enemies. 
The Palestinian Jews have done honourable service in France, 
Libya, Eritrea, Abyssinia, Greece, Crete, and Syria. But have 
any of us ever been allowed the pleasure of seeing their service 
acknowledged? At the utmost some mention is made of 
* Palestinians,’ so that the public does not know whether these 
are Jews or Arabs. 

“1 now pass to my last chapter. Here [| have nothing 
to record except disappointment and frustration. For a long 
time past there has been a pressing demand among all the 
free Jewries of the world for a Jewish Fighting Force in which 
any Jew could enlist as a Jew, for service with the British 
Forces, fighting under the name and flag of his race. All this 
time the Executive of the Jewish Agency has preserved silence. 
But this was not the silence of indifference or inaction. 

“On December 1, 1939, I made, on behalf of the Agency, 
an offer of a Jewish Division for service wherever required. 
But under the Chamberlain-MacDonald regime nothing could 
come of it. In the summer of 1940, under the new Government, 
our offer was pressed once more, and in a more detailed form. 
In September, 1940, it received the explicit approval of H.M. 
Government. Discussion of detail and preparations for carrying 
out the scheme followed, and reached a point at which none 
of us in the Agency doubted that the Jewish Fighting Force 
would shortly come into being. Naturally we could not join 
in a public agitation for soniatidee for which we held a definite 
promise, 


A Bolt From the Blue 


“ Then, like a bolt from the blue, came a letter from the 
Colonial Secretary on March 4, informing me that owing to 
lack of equipment the project must be put off for six months, 
but might be reconsidered again in four months. To this 
was added an emphatic assurance that this postponement. was 
in no sense a reversal of the previous decision in favour of 
our proposal. 

“The original scheme was to bring the recruits for the 
Jewish Fighting Force to England for training, and while the 
framework was.to be supplied by Jews seasoned in the Middle 
Eastern campaigns, we counted on eg the bulk of our 
recruits from across the Atlantic. Even before the postpone- 
ment of March 4 the difficulties of the shipping position were 
apparent, and therefore the idea of training part, or the whole, 
of the Force in the West Indies or Canada was discussed. This 
necessity had become even more obvious when we raised the 
question once more towards the end of the six-months period. 

“On August 28, however, I received a further letter from 
Lord Moyne informing me that because of new technical diffi- 


- Culties the matter of the Jewish contingent would have to con- 


tinue in cold storage for the present, but proposing again to 
consider the question in three months’ time. I now felt that 
the moment would never come when there were no technical 
difficulties, and I pressed for a definite decision. On October 
15 I received an answer from the Colonial Secretary which in 
substance goes back on the promise of September, 1940, and 
the reassurance of March, 1941. 

“I have given you the broad outlines of the work and the 
endeavours of the Jewish Agency, and the disappointments 
which they have suffered. e Jews are being penalised for 
our loyalty and devotion. There is obviously the feeling that 
we require no encouragement, and we are refused the rights 
of every nation to its name and flag. It is bitter for me to 
have to say this. But we do not.lose hope, nor do we renounce 
our claim to a Jewish Fighting Force serving under its own 
standard. And even now I say, addressing myself especially 
to the Palestinian Jews: Enlist in ever growing numbers! 
Work and fight, even if nameless! You are working and 
fighting for a great cause. And whatever others may do to us, 


_ we must not default in our duty to the common cause.” 


THe Times, in a leading article commenting on Dr. Weizmann’s 
Statement, says that “ Valid military reasons against accepting all 


help that the Jews are prepared to give in Palestine or elsewhere 
are not easily found. 

“ Shipping difficulties’ (goes on the paper) “ are not neces- 
sarily permanent, and in any case military considerations come 
first in the apportionment of shippin . The Jews have 
shown themselves most willing to join in defending the free world 
against the Nazi —— re are millions of them in the 
western hemisphere. re are at least half a million in 
Palestine, where in —_ of restrictions over 10,000 have already 
joined the Imperial Forces, and thousands more are aaxious to 
give their services. . . . Why should their aid be declined? .. . 

“ The real fear no doubt behind the official attitude towards 
the Jewish troops in Palestine and the official rejection of the 
offer of a Jewish fighting force is that of stirring up Arab suspi- 
cions at a time when it is well that relations with the Arab States 
should rest on mutual confidence. But at no time yet has 
evidence been forthcoming that this objection could apply to the 
raising of a Jewish force oversea.” 


The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 1m a leading article observes: 

“ If one considers the way in which, since the war began, we 
have handled the whole question of Jewish aid it is difficult to 
believe that technical questions are the real obstacle. We need 
man-power so badly for the Army that we are stripping industry 
with great severity. We ought to welcome Jewish troops, of 
whom, did we welcome them, the present 10,000 would only be 
a part. But, it is said, they would need shipping. So do the 
troops whom we bring to the war from the farthest parts of the 
earth, and yet we bring them. Do we sit so easily in our seats 
that we can afford to reject a Jewish division which would be the 
nucleus of a larger force? Yes, but they want to serve as Jews, 
with a Jewish flag in addition to the British. Has it not, then, 
béen the policy of the British Government, reaffirmed by suc- 
cessive Ministries, and only recently by Mr. Churchill, to estab- 
lish in Palestine a Jewish National Home? And, if so, with what 
justice can we refuse to let the Jews help us with their national 
* Fighting Force 


JEWISH LABOUR’S DEMAND 


The Histadrut Haovdim (General Federation of Jewish Labour 
in Palestine) demands the establishment of a Jewish Army io 
the Near East, Mr. Mereminsky, representative of the Histadrut, 
told a Conference of the International Federation of Trade 
Unions in New York last week. : 

“ Palestine workers are employed in the factories for eight 
hours a day,” said Mr. Mereminsky, “ but they are willing to 
work for twenty-four hours. We call upon Britain fully to 
exploit the productive capacities of Palestine, and also to create 
a Jewish Army, which would be a constructive force for buildi 
up the country and for defending Palestine, its neighbours, a 
world democracy. 

The Jewish flag was flown among the flags of all nations 
represented when the British Aid Committee gave a luncheon 
in New York for the Workers’ Section of t International 
Labour Office Conference. 


South Africa Echoes the Demand 


Resolutions urging the formation of a Jewish Army and 
expressing confidence that the claim of the Jewish people to 
Palestine as a National Home will be recognised, were passed at 
a mass meeting in Johannesburg last week, on the occasion of 
the twenty-fourth anniversary of Balfour Day, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. tras 

Reference was made by the speakers to the participation by 
Jews in the present struggle of democracy to the utmost of 
the opportunities afforded them, and the formation of a Jewish 
Army was urged. The meeting expressed its confidence that in 
the new world.to come the intetnationally recognised claim of 
the Jewish people will be satisfied, and that the Peace Confer- 
ence will witness the full implementation of the acknowledged 
right of the Jews to Palestine as their National Home.

Though Confucianism is an 
ethical’ system and not a divine faith, its rules of conduct 
made warfare immoral and the Chinese people the most 
peaceable on the earth. It has, therefore, a spiritual 
misston, service to which is part of all high religions. 
Buddhists, Hindus, Jews, Mohammedans, Christians, and 
also Rationalists, have certain high principles in common, 
and these should be the essence of religious teaching, 
whatever form of faith or worship is used to establish them.

AMENDMENTS TO THE ADDRESS 
“Jewish Army” and “18.B” 


[From our Lobby Correspondent) 


Col Wedgwood has put down an amendment to the Address 
regretting “ that the offer of the Zionist Organisation to provide 
Jewish troops to fight anywhere under their own flag has been 
declined, and that inadequate steps have been taken to provide 
self-defence for Palestine similar ‘to our Home Guard.” | 

Twenty-four M.P.s, headed by Sir Irving Albery and includ- 
ing Mr. Silverman, Commander Bower, and Miss I loyd George, 
have put down an amendment to the Address dealing with 
Regulation 188. The amendment regrets that no reference ts 
made ‘in the King’s speech “to any intention to submit to 
Parliament some modification of the Defence Regulations 
which, while still permitting the Executive to arrest and detain 
on suspicion; would provide that beyond a definite period con- 
tinued detention of any person shall be subject to the right of 
appeal to an independent tribunal.” An early debate will take 
place on this amendment. 


JEWISH CASUALTIES IN GREECE 
Col. Wedgwood Scotches a Rumour 


[From our Lobby Correspondent] 


Col. Wedgwood enabled a story to be scotched by asking this 
ma in the House on Tuesday of the Secretary of State for 
War: 

*“ tiow many of the 1,541 Palestinians, presumed prisoners ol 
war. were left in Greece unsurrendered; whether they were left 
without arms to defend themselves; whether British officers were 
in command, if so, did they stop with their men: and what pro- 
portion of the Palesunians lets in Greece and Crete were Jews 
and Arabs respectivery? 

Capt Margesson replied: 

"7 the latest figures trom the Middle East show that the number 
of Palestinians missing in Crete and Greece total 1,444. Of these 
1.023 are Jews of whom $83 are Unaccounted for and 440 Known 
to be prisoners of war and 421 Arabs of whom 376 are un- 
accounted for and 45 prisoners of war. All the Palestinian per- 
sonnel in Greece and Crete belonged to Pioneer or Labour Units 
of whom a proportion were armed They were commanded by 
British officers atid those naturally remained with their men. I 
may add that I strongly deprecate my Right Honourable friend's 
suggestion in this and other recent questions that the conduct of 
British officers in this war has been in any way inconsistent with 
the high ‘tradition of the Service.” 

Col. Wedgwood said that it was stories like this. spreading

THE DAYS OF DISRAELI AND DICKENS 
from Vir.

Sin.-A hundred years ts a long time in the life of a 
newspaper, and it is very interesting to turn back to the 
records of that year in which THe Jewish CHRONICLE first 
appeared and note the names and events that. were “ in 
the news” then, apart from wholly Jewish affairs. 


Queen Victoria had completed four years of her glorious 


reign and had been married just over a year to Prince 
Albert, of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. On November 9, 1841, 
Edward, Prince of Wales—later to become King Edward 
Vil.—was born. 

In the sphere of politics, Sir Robert Peel (who previously 
was responsible for forming the “* Peelers "—the forerunners 
of our present police force) had just succeeded Viscount 
Melbourne as Prime Minister. The famous Duke of 
Wellington, hero of Waterloo, was Minister without Port- 
folio, while Benjamin Disraeli sat in Parliament as member 
for Buckinghamshire, 

Palestine was a province of the Ottoman Empire. and 
David Livingstone, the explorer, had been in Africa about 
a vear. 

Chopin, Liszt, and Mendelssohn 


were playing and 


writing music that will. never. die. 
Of contemporary publications in 1841, PUNCH was only 
a few months old, but THe Tres was already a veteran, 


having been in existence for 56 years. A paper called 
BENTLEY'S MISCELLANY Was being issued, and the editor was 
Charles Dickens. 

I cannot gauge the value of advertising in the Press of 
that period, but I wonder if the gentleman who inserted the 
following small advertisement” in THe Times of 
November 12, 1841, successfully demonstrated’ the working 
of ‘his “ recipe”: 

TO MECHANICIANS.—To be SOLD an 
economical RECIPE of a Chymical Com- 
position superseding the use of coals and 
steam on railwavs, and in navigation. 
Write. etc.

WHY THERE IS NO JEWISH ARMY 


Dr. Weizmann’s Revelations 
A PROMISE RESCINDED 


The following statement, by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, was issued to the Press 
at the week-end by the Jewish Agency for Palestine. The 
statement was to be made to a meeting of Zionist key-workers 
in London on Sunday last. 

“In the war against Hitler,” said Dr. Weizmann, “ the 
Jewish nation claims a place among the fighters in the forefront, 
and moreover, its right to fight under its own name and flag. 

“ The Twenty-first Zionist Congress, which met at Geneva 
in August, 1939, commissioned me to express to the British 
Government our desire to co-operate. I did so in a letter 
to Mr. Chamberlain dated August 29. I received a courteous 
but non-committal reply. We had to fight a political battle 
before Palestinian Jews were permitted to bear arms; and this 
battle is not over even now. “ 

“ There are two aspects to the Jewish war effort: in Palestine 
and the Middle East; and beyond. With regard to Palestine, 
we have from the beginning pressed for the recruitment of the 
maximum number of Jews in Jewish units within the British 
' tog? both for the defence of the country and in support of 

the British Forces in the Middle East. e further offered a 
Jewish Division to be formed in the West for service wherever 
required, consisting of Jewish volunteers from all free countries. 
with a leavening of Palestinian Jews. 

“ Mobilisation of Jews in Palestine became a most vital and 
urgent question when, in June, 1940, Italy entered the war: 
and still more so after the Germans reached the Eastern 
Mediterranean in force, in the spring of this year. The Pales- 
tinian Jews are prepared to die fighting, but not willing to 
let themselves be slaughtered like sheep in a shambles—co-opera- 
tion is an offer, but self-defence is a claim. Certain steps for 
local defence have been taken by the Government, and ‘this 
is the most satisfactory point of my report. 

“| pass to the enlistment of Palestinian Jews for military 
service in the Middle East. At first the main thing offered 

H.M. Government was service in two mixed Palestinian 
units of the Pioneers, who are non-combatants. But this was 
not what the Jews asked for. When at last it was decided to 
enlist Palestinians for combatant § service, numerical parity 
between Jews and Arabs was insisted upon. And as the keen- 
ness of the Palestinian Arabs was not equal to the occasion, 
this rule restricted Jewish numbers to a mere fraction of what 
the total would otherwise have been. Since the parity rule 
has been relaxed new Jewish companies have been added to 
The Buffs. Together with more than 1,500 in the R.A.F. Ground 
Forces, and various auxiliary units, the Palestinian Jews have 
supplied by now some 10,000 men to the British Forces, and 
recruitment continues. 


The Name of Jew Shunned 


“ There 1s, however, one supremely important aspect on 
which, so far, we have been refused any satisfaction. Like all 
nations, the Jews desire to serve under their own national 
name and flag, doing honour to their national badge, the Shield 
of David, which the Nazis try to convert into a mark of shame. 
But the name of ‘Jew’ seems to be shunned as much by 
those who accept our services as it is flaunted by our enemies. 
The Palestinian Jews have done honourable service in France, 
Libya, Eritrea, Abyssinia, Greece, Crete, and Syria. But have 
any of us ever been allowed the pleasure of seeing their service 
acknowledged? At the utmost some mention is made ol 
* Palestinians,” so that the public does not know whether these 
are Jews or Arabs. 

“1 now pass to my last chapter. Here I have nothing 
to record except disappointment and frustration. For a long 
time past there has been a pressing demand among all the 
free Jewries of the world for a lewiah Fighting Force in which 
any Jew could enlist as a Jew, for service with the British 
Forces, fighting under the name and flag of his race. All this 
time the Executive of the Jewish Agency has preserved silence. 
But this was not the silence of indifference or inaction. 

“On December 1, 1939, I made, on behalf of the Agency, 
an offer of a Jewish Division for service wherever required. 
But under the Chamberlain-MacDonald regime nothing could 
come of it. In the summer of 1940, under the new Government, 
our offer was pressed once more, and in a more detailed form. 
In September, 1940, it received the explicit approval of H.M. 
Government. Discussion of detail and preparations for carrying 
out the scheme followed, and reached a point at which none 
of us in the Agency doubted that the Jewish Fighting Force 
would shortly come into er: Naturally we could not join 
in a public agitation for something for which we held a definite 


promise, 
A Bolt From the Blue 


“ Then, like a bolt from the blue, came a letter from the 
Colonial Secretary on March 4, informing me that owing to 
lack of equipment the project must be put off for six months, 
but might be reconsidered again in four months. To this 
was added an emphatic assurance that this postponement was 
in no sense a reversal of the previous decision in favour of 
our proposal. 

“ The original scheme was to bring the recruits for the 
Jewish Fighting Torce to England for training, and while the 
framework was to be supplied by Jews seasoned in the Middle 
Eastern campaigns, we counted on she the bulk of our 
recruits from across the Atlantic. Even before the postpone- 
ment of March 4 the difficulties of the shipping position were 
apparent, and therefore the idea of training part, or the whole, 
of the Force in the West Indies or Canada was discussed. This 
necessity had become even more obvious when we raised the 
question once more towards the end of the six-months period. 

“On August 28, however, I received a further letter from 
Lord Moyne informing me that because of new technical diffi- 
- Culties the matter of the Jewish contingent would have to con- 
tinue in cold storage for the present, but proposing again to 
consider the question in three months’ time. I now felt that 
the moment would never come when there were no technical 
difficulties, and I pressed for a definite decision. On October 
15S I received an answer from the Colonial Secretary which in 
substance goes back on the promise of September, 1940, and 
the reassurance of March, 1941. 

_ “| have given you the broad outlines of the work and the 
endeavours of the Jewish Agency, and the disappointments 
which they have suffered. e Jews are being penalised for 

our loyalty and devotion. There is obviously the feeling that 

we require no encouragement, and we are refused the rights 
of every nation to its name and flag. It is bitter for me to 
have to say this. But we do not lose hope, nor do we renounce 
our claim to a Jewish Fighting Force serving under its own 
standard. And even now I say, addressing myself especially 
to the Palestinian Jews: Enlist in ever growing numbers! 

Work and fight, even if nameless! You are working and 

fighting for a great cause. And whatever others may do to us, 

we must not default in our duty to the common cause.” 


Tre Times, in a leading article commenting on Dr. Weizmann’s 
Statement, says that * Valid military reasons against accepting all 


help that the Jews are prepared to give in Palestine or elsewhere 
are not easily found. 

“ Shipping difficulties "' (goes on the paper) “ are not neces- 
sarily permanent, and in any case military considerations come 
first in the apportionment of shipping space. The Jews have 
shown themselves most willing to join in defending the free world 
against the Nazi onslaught. There are millions of them in the 
western hemisphere. re are at least half a million in 
Palestine, where in spite of restrictions over 10,000 have already 
joined the Imperial Forces, and thousands more are aaxious to 
give their services. . . . Why should their aid be declined? . . . 

“ The real fear no doubt behind the official attitude towards 
the Jewish troops in Palestine and the official rejection of the 
offer of a Jewish fighting force is that of stirring up Arab suspi- 
cions at a time when it is well that relations with the Arab States 
Should rest on mutual confidence. But at no time yet has 
evidence been forthcoming that this objection could apply to the 
raising of a Jewish force oversea.” 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 1n a leading article observes: 

“ If one considers the way in which, since the war began, we 
have handled the whole question of Jewish aid it is difficult to 
believe that technical questions are the real obstacle. We need 
man-power so badly for the Army that we are stripping industry 
with great severity. We ought to welcome Jewish troops, of 
whom, did we welcome them, the present 10,000 would only be 
a part. But, it is said, they would need shipping. So do the 
troops whom we bring to the war from the farthest parts of the 
earth, and yet we bring them. Do we sit so easily in our seats 
that we can afford to reject a Jewish division which would be the 
nucleus of a larger force? Yes, but they want to serve as Jews, 
with a Jewish flag in addition to the British. Has it not, then, 
been the policy of the British Government, reaffirmed by suc- 
cessive Ministries, and only recently by Mr. Churchill, to estab- 
lish in Palestine a Jewish National Home? And, if so, with what 
justice can we refuse to let the Jews help us with their national 
* Fighting Force 


JEWISH LABOUR’S DEMAND 


The Histadrut Haovdim (General Federation of Jewish Labour 
in Palestine) demands the establishment of a Jewish Army in 
the Near East, Mr. Mereminsky, representative of the Histadrut, 
told a Conference of the International Federation of Trade 
Unions in New York last week. 

“ Palestine workers are employed in the factories for cight 
hours a day,” said Mr. Mereminsky, “ but they are willing to 
work for twenty-four hours. We call upon Britain fully to 
exploit the productive capacities of Palestine, and also to create 
a Jewish Army, which would be a constructive force for —— 
up the country and for defending Palestine, its neighbours, a 
world democracy. 

The Jewish flag was flown among the flags of all nations 
represented when the British Aid Committee gave a luncheon 
in New York for the Workers’ Section of t International 
Labour Office Conterence. 


South Africa Echoes the Demand 


Resolutions urging the formation of a Jewish Army and 
expressing confidence that the claim of the Jewish people to 
Palestine as a National Home will be recognised, were passed at 
a mass meeting in Johannesburg last week, on the occasion of 
the twenty-fourth anniversary of Balfour Day, reports the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

Reference was made by the speakers to the participation by 
Jews in the present struggle of democracy to the utmost of 
the opportunities afforded them, and the formation of a Jewish 
Army was urged. The meeting expressed its confidence that in 
the new world to come the internationally recognised claim of 
the Jewish people will be satisfied, and that the Peace Confer- 
ence will witness the full implementation of the acknowledged 
right of the Jews to Palestine as their National Home.

International Jewish Reservation Demanded 


That the speech by Field Marshal Smuts on the 
occasion of Balfour Day was made to encourage American 
Jews in their “ noisy campaign in support of Roosevelt's war 
agitation,” is the angry comment of the Nazi wireless station, 
Deutschlandsender, which declares that the South African 
ga has long been considered by Jews to be a “ good 
cw.” 

Averring that “the whole thing was undoubtedly arranged by 
Churchill,” the German broadcast gocs on to say, referring to 
the Balfour Declaration, that Britain made promises both to 
the Arabs and to the Jews, but whereas the Arabs got nothing 
and the Jews very little, Britain occupies the whole of 
Palestine. 

Commenting on the speech, the VoeLKiscner Beosacnrer 
warns Arabs that Jewish influence over Britain is so great that 
neither Smuts nor any British Prime Minister will solve the 
question of an Arab Confederation, but the Jews themselves. 

Insistence that the world Jewish problem must be soived not 
by the creation of a Jewish State but “solely by a Jewish 
Reservation under international control” is voiced by the 
Berlin Bosrsen Zerrunc in a front-page article attacking Field 
Marshal Smuts, Senator Pepper, and other “ Jewish comrades ™ 
for their speeches on the occasion of Balfour Day. 

Ihe journal, which is the organ of the German High 
Command, attacks the concept of a Jewish State in Palestine 
as an “ imperialistic trick,’ quoting Dr. Weizmann’s statement 
that a Jewish State in Palestine would be a bulwark for the 
Suez Canal. It asserts that Palestine would never be able to 
accommodate the 16,000,000 Jews of the. world. 

Germany has insisted for a decade, the paper declares, that 


the solution of the Jewish problem is “an urgent world 
necessity.” It speaks of the “ praiseworthy accomplishment ” 
of Germany and her allies in herding the Jews of Poland into 
concentration camps and ghettoes, and predicts that after the 
war other nations which have not yet taken action for the 
solution of the Jewish question will be compelled to adopt a 
no less radical solution. 


WOMEN ZIONISTS SUPPORT VICTORY 
CAMPAIGN 


The Federation of Women Zionists have pledged their full and 
active support for the Jewish National Fund Palestine Victory 
Campaign, and have undertaken to make collections throughout 
the country through their groups. Members in the provinces 
have already started the drive, and to give impetus to the move- 
ment a meeting of London workers was held last week at 37, 
Grosvenor Square, W. Mrs Harry Sacher presided. 

Mrs. E. Dugdale said that Lord Balfour had believed that his 
efforts in sponsoring “ the Great Experiment ™ in Palestine would 
turn out to be the most worth-while thing he had done in his 
political career. Palestine was the only place in the world to-day 
where work of construction was proceeding as against the hor- 
rible destruction everywhere cise. 

Dr. Nathan Morris spoke of the contribution made by the 
Jews of Palestine to the war effort, and of the need to co-ordinate 
that contribution with what Jews of Allred nationalities were 
doing, into a Jewish Army. After the war in the peace negotia- 
tions we hoped to get a chance to plead our cause before the 
leaders of humanity, and the most telling argument would be the 
actual possession of ample land in Palestine acquired by the 
sacrificial efforts of the Jews themselves. 

A discussion followed, and it was announced that £50 had 
already been donated.

LAND PURCHASE ESSENTIAL 
Economic and Political Foundation 


Dr. Weizmann spoke on Wednesday of last week to a private 

gathering in London, over which Mr. Simon Marks presided. 

Marks, in the course of a short address, gave an account 
of the Jewish achievements in Palestine during the past two 
decades, and referred specifically to the work of the Jewish 
National Fund. Considerable land purchases had been effected, 
he said, but the need was so great that they never had any 
reserves. He believed that despite many obstacles they had the 
opportunity now to acquire land im Palestine as land reserves so 
as to prepare for the future. Such acquisitions had to be on a 
considerable scale. 

Dr. Weizmann said that while he assumed an Allied victory, 
since he was fully convinced that such a victory would come, 
they would still, in. the best case, be faced after the war with 
the necessity for a very large emigration from Central and 
Eastern European countries. Suitable political and economic 
conditions in Palestine would enable the absorption there of 
large numbers of Jews, and the responsibility for creating those 
conditions would rest with the victorious democracies. 

Ihe overwhelming majority of Jews would like to sce a pros- 
perous Palestine capable of absorbmg vast numbers of Jews. 
There was one practical method of achieving this, on which one 
would like to see the majority of Jews united, and that method 
did not rest with the Jewish leaders: ut rested with them. It was 
also of great political impertance. It was to prepare, as far 
as possible, a sure economic foundation for the day which 
he hoped would soon come. 

[he area of available land in Palestine was considerable. Con- 
sidering that the total possessions of the J.N.F. to-day, after 
twenty-five or thirty. years of work, covered something like 
530,000 dunams, every additional 100,000 dunams represented an 
appreciable acquisition; 1. would change the face of the present 
National Home tf they could purchase rapidly all the land that 
was available, and it would be a practical step of the first magni- 
tude, both economically and politically 

Seventy thousand people lived and worked on those 530.000 
dunams, and there were 255 villages or settlements of varying 
sizes and types. Bearing m mind that for each Jew settled on 
the land at least two or three could be absorbed in urban settic- 
ments, the 70,000 settlers on J.N.F. land signified im reality some 
210,000 to 250,000 people, so that the acquisition of anothei 
hali-milon dunams would enable them to bring m some 
100,000 new immigrants to Palestiné. No other country could 
offer so much mmediaicly A homeless people was homeless 
not only because nt had no home, but also because it had the 
offer of too many homes. For them, however, there was 
only Palestine 

lhey were always being told, said Dr. Weizmann, that Palestine 
was too smal] a country, and that not all the Jews who needed 
homes could possidly tind accommodation there lt was futile 
and idie to discuss exactly how manv Jews the future Palestine 


would be able to hold. It would depend on two tundamentals : 
on poltical conditions, and on the rate and type of develop- 
ment lt the development was purely agricultural, the numbers 
would be substantial mdustrial. the fheures for absorptive 
capacity might rise very high indeed The one political cond- 
ron was tree mm of Je ws mito Pale: Stine, and ws control 
vested in ther hands.

No Separate Youth Aliyah Campaign

Sin,—During the past few weeks reports have appeared in 
THe Jewish Curonicie of functions organised in London and 
the Provinces on behalf of the work of the Women's Appeal 
Committee ; reports of several of these functions have appeared 
under the caption of Youth Aliyah—this may give rise to the 
impression that a separate Youth Aliyah campaign is being 
conducted im this country. 

I feel that it ts impertant to inform the Community that this 
is mat the case. The Women's Appeal Committee has been 
m existence since 1933, and was cued at the initiative of 
the Federation of Women Zionists to undertake work in con- 
nection with the refugee problem, particularly with regard to 
children. The Executive Committee is comprised of repre- 
sentatives of the London Women’s International Zionist Organi- 
sation Executive, the Federation of Women Zionists, Youth 
Aliyah, the Union of Jewish Women, the B'nai B'rith, the 
Friendly Society Movement, Ben Shemen, etc., and the Com- 
mittee continues to function as far as possible on the lines 
originally laid down. 

All the funds therefore, whether raised directly by, or under 
the auspices of, the Women’s Appeal Committee, are allocated 
as heretofore between the Wizo’s Palestine Fund for Women 
and Children, Youth Aliyah. etc.: in addition to this the 
Committee has now added to its programme the equipping of 
several hostels for evacuated Jewish children, approved and 
maintained by the Board of Deputies. 

I feel that if you would be so kind as to give prominence to

DEATH FOR LEAVING POLISH 
GHETTOES 


Electrified Wire and Armed Guards 


The Governor-General, Frank, has decreed the death 
penalty for Jews leaving Cracow ghetto without permission, 
and for non-Jews harbouring Jews who have escaped from 
the ghetto. 

Another decree forbids Jews, even outside the ghettoes, to 
change their places of domicile without permission of the 
authorities. If a Jew wishes to move from his town or village 
to settle elsewhere, he must apply to the Gestapo authoritics 
for a permit. At the same time, Jews have been forbidden to 
enter the Alexander, Grice, Sochatchow, and Pabianice districts, 
or the eastern part of the Warsaw district. Following an order 
expelling all Jews from Lowicz, Sochatchow, and Blone, the 
local Nazi authorities issued a regulation making non-Jews 
liable to three months’ imprisonment if they allow a Jew to 
stay even one night in their homes. 

The Nazi authoritics have decided to imstall electrified wires 
round the walls of the Jewish ghettoes in Warsaw, Lublin, and 
other places. A warning has been issued that all non-Jews 
must keep at least a distance of SO metres from the ghetto walls, 
and that offenders are liable to be fired on at sight 

This, the Nazis think, will put an end to ghetto-escapes and 
to the growing practice of Poles of throwing food over the walls 
to the starving Jews as a mark of sympathy and as a demon- 
stration agamst the Nazi regime. 

Three Poles, including two women, have been sentenced by a 
Nazi court to imprisonment for one year, 18 months, and two 
years respectively, for secretly supplying tood to starving Jews 
in the. ghetto in Zychlin. Nevertheless, 1 1s reported that 
despite the strict warnings repeatedly issued by the Nazis, many 
Poles, especially women, continue to practise their aets of mercy 
in sending food to the ghettoes whenever suitable opportunitics 
present themselves 

One warning to Poles not to give any assistance to Jews 
States that a number of Jews have succeeded. with the help of 
the Poles, mn entermeg parts of the country from which they 
are banned, and alleges that they have in this way spread 
typhus among the inhabitants. 


NAZIS BAN ALL JEWISH 
EMIGRATION 
Mass Transfer to Poland ? 


All Jewish emigration from territory controlled. by the 
Reich has been brought to a halt by a new Gestapo 
measure which forbids the granting of exit visas to Jews 
regardless of their age. It is belreved that this order ts a 
temporary one. 

Ihe new ban, which follows’ on the heels of an order 


restricting Jewish emigration to persons ol over sirty, has 


come as a severe shock to hundreds of Jews who had com- 
pleted thei arrangements. lor cougration and were hoping 
shortly to quit Reich territory Considerable alarm is. felt 
that the Reich's aim in refusing to allow Jews to cmigrate 
is that they may all be concentrated m Poland 

Ahoecther during October alone, 20,000 Jews were deported 
from Germany and Czechoslovakia to Poland, mecluding 4,000 
from Berlin, 3.000 trom Hambire, and 2.000 from Cologne.’ 
lt as rumoured that. the deportation of the entire Jewish 
population will be completed by April | next 

A ghetto has been established at Lodz, in Poland, and ts 
now mbhabited by more than 100,000 German and Czech Jews. 

It appears that, the Nazis, im carrying out their policy of 
sending German Jews to Poland, are not. yet creating ther 
planned “ reservation ” in the Lublin area. They are at present 
merely swelling the existing ghettoes Iheir ulliamate aim seems 
to be to have the number of ghetioes increased, and then to 
concentrate them in the Lublin regron. 

Ukraimian papers, which are allowed some treedom under 
Nazi rule in the occupied territories, write more fully about 


the Nazi plans. The KRakovskie# Visti says that soon all 
Jews will be settled in-one place and left “to live the life they 
deserve.’ The same paper states that most of the Jews. that 


have arrived so far are elderly people. No accommodation of 
any kind 1s provided for the newcomers in the overcrowded 
ehettoes. It is reported that a’ number of people died before 
reaching their destinations. 

Meanwhile, the struggle now im progress in Nazi upper circles 
as to whether the wholesale deportations should be. continued, 
in view of the loss to the German war indusiry of skilled Jewish 
labour, is most hkely to end in a victory for the partisans of a 
‘judenrem " Germany. Following the protests of some impor- 
tant German firms against the recent deportation of — their 
skilled Jewish workers, who, despite Government efforts, could 
not be replaced by equally efficient importees from the Nazi- 
occupied Balkan States, the Jewish workers may for the time 
being be allowed to stay in Germany. But the Nazi Party seems 
determined to clear out the bulk of the Jews in the course of 
the winter, and ts displaying great annoyance at the‘ sympathy 
shown to Jews by many “ Aryan’ Germans, especially among 
the workers, who resent the recent measures. 

At present preparations for further mass deportations of 
Jews are going forward, and a number of old and badly 
damaged trucks of goods trains are held in readiness to take 
Jewish exiles to Poland. 


GHETTO LAW FOR BALTIC STATES 


The Nazi invaders have established yet another ghetto 
for the Jews in the occupied Baltic States. It is in Tallinn, 
the capital of Estonia. At the same time Gauleiter 
Rintelen, of Kaunas (Kovno, Lithuania), and Gauleiter 
Drechsler, of Riga, Latvia, have announced that still more 
ghettoes are to be created in the towns under their juris- 
diction, and that all Jewish property is to be confiscated. 
death penalty for Jews leaving the ghettoes (recently 
introduced into Nazi Poland by Gauleiter Frank) is also bei 
applied by the Nazis in the Baltic States, according to a Jewis 
Telegraphic Agency report. 

It is reported from Wilno that all the Jews of the city, 
numbering more than 100,000, have been herded into a ghetto 
surrounded by a wall of barbed wire. Police guarding the 
gates have been ordered to shoot without warning both Jews 
who attempt to escape and sons trying to communicate with 
the ghetto Jews. ll Jewish property has been confiscated, 
the Jews being allowed to retain only a few personal belongings 
for daily use and 100 marks in cash. 


FIVE JEWS EXECUTED IN 
BUCHAREST 


Five young Jews accused of “ anti-State ” activities have 
been executed in Bucharest. 

A Rumanian Jew Gustav Weiner, has been sentenced in 
Bucharest to lifelong imprisonment for listening in to the news 
ae from London and spreading it among people in the 
capital, 

In a number of Rumanian towns, including Bucharest, Ploesti, 

osani, Braila, Brasov, and Timisoara, anti-Jewish excesses 
occurred during celebrations to mark the occupation of Odessa 
by Rumanian troops. German and Rumanian soldiers took 
— Many Jews were assaulted in the streets and Jewish 
romes were looted. 

The Rumanian Government has published a decree depriving 
371 more Jews, now residing abroad, of their citizenship. The 
reason given is the alleged wampaign they were conducting 
abroad against Antonescu’s pro-Nazi regime. 


MASS EXILE FOR SLOVAK JEWS 


The sudden ringing of church bells and the beating of drums 
last week announced to the Jewish inhabitants of Bratistava, 
Nitra, Presov, Trnova, Zilina Topolcani, and other towns in 
Slovakia, the coming into force of an order by the Minister 
of the Interior, Sano Mach, that they must remain confined 
in their houses for a period of 1S hours. During that period, 
Hlinka Guards visited those of them destined for exile (from al 
towns with over 5,000 inhabitants) in order to register all 
their belongings for transic: to the Government (and to the 
CGruards themselves). The object of this unexpected visit was 
to prevent them from distributing thei belongings among Slovak 
friends. . 

Sered, a small town near Bratislava, has been converted into 
a temporary reservation for the exiles, who will remain there 
until ghettoes and labour camps are set up for them elsewhere. 
The normal Jewish population of Sered, consisting of about 
SO families, are totally unable to assist the exiles, who lack food, 
warm quarters, and warm clothing. 


ONLY 90,000 JEWS IN CZECH 
PROTECTORATE 


Awaiting Exile 


Of the 200,000 Jews who formerly lived in the Protectorate 
of Bohemia and Moravia, only 90,000 remain, 48,000 of them 
in Prague, according to the Venxov, of Prague. These were 
being expelled as rapidly as possible in order to prevent them 
from “ spreading secret propaganda and inciting to acts against 
the State." Jews throughout the Protectorate, says the paper, 
are packing their belongings and awaiting the summons for 
their departure. 

And while they are being rounded up, the Nazi authorities 
still find time for the issue of petty restrictions on those remain- 
ing. New regulations have been tsued in Prague forbidding 
Jews to use any but the ear part of the last car in the trams. 
They must board them ony after all other. passengers have 
entered, and they will be the first to be excluded if the car 
is overcrowded. Jews may sit down im the trams only if the 
seats are not required by other passengers. 

A medical examination of au Jews in Prague between the 
ages of cighteen and fifty was recently carricd out in order 
to determine their fitness for torced labour. 2,096 men 
who formed the first batch to be examined, more than 850 
were declared “ fit for the heaviest work,’ about 650 for less 
heavy work, over 450 for light duties, and nearly 100 men were 
rejected as unfit . 

An “S.S. School: Estate has been opened at Lipa, near 
Nemecky Brod, to which unmarried Jews are sent. They work 
for eleven hours a day on road construction and repair Their 
rations are hopelessly insufficient, and sanitary arrangements 
are practically non-existent They are debarred from all contact 
with the outside world. Another labour camp has been set up 
at Terezin, to which Jews are sent who have committed dn 
offence against one of the bewildering number of anti-Jewish 
regulations.

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REGIMENTING FRENCH JEWS 
Vallat’s New Powers 


A new law giving Xavier Vallat, as French Commissioner 
for Jewish Affairs, complete control over all Jewish com- 
munal activities in France, has been drafted by the Ministry 
of the Interior and is now under discussion by the Vichy 
Government prior to submission to Pétain for enactment. 

The law would compel the Jews of France to form a Central 
Union, to which all Jews would be compelled to belong and 
to pay taxes. The Union would be modelled on the lines of 
that existing in Germany; but whereas in the German Union 
the Jews are permitted to select their own leaders, in whom 
they have confidence, the Vichy version provides that Vallat 
himself should nominate all the eighteen members of the 
Union's Administrative Council, who would be responsible to 
him alone, and would thus serve as puppets to carry out 
his orders. : 

All existing Jewish relief organisations would be dissolved, 
and their property handed over to the new Union, thus giving 
Vallat not only control over policy, but also over all funds 
raised by French Jewry for relief and other communal purposes. 

Vallat would share financial control with two controllers 
nominated by the Ministry of National Economy and Finance ; 
but in view of the unsavoury record of Vallat’s Commission 
in administering Jewish property sequestrated under previous 
laws, this prospect is causing understandable perturbation. —

JEW ARRESTED FOR NANTES 
SHOOTING 


A Polish Jew has been arrested in Paris and charged 
with the recent shooting of the German military Governor 
of Nantes, according to a dispatch to the Vichy News 
Agency. 

The prisoner is alleged to have made other such attacks 
and to have committed acts of sabotage. He is said to have 
carried out the Nantes attack with the help of two accom- 
plices, also Jews. These men, too, have been arrested. 


PETAIN’S PRISONERS 


M. Pierre Bloch, a former Deputy in the Daladier Govern- 
ment in pre-war France, and Deputy Mayor of Laon, has been 
arrested and confined in Perigord, The offence with which 
he is charged is ‘ hostility to the State.” Another person 
arrested is M. Henri de Kerillis, the well-known Deputy and 
journalist, who has repeatedly made a strong stand against 
anti-Jewish incitement.

STARVED FOR A FORTNIGHT 


Vienna Nazis’ “ Oversight ” 


The Nazi food authorities deliberately starved the Jews in 
Vienna for a fortnight, says a Geneva report. Suddenly, the 
old ration cards allotted to Jews were recalled by the authori- 
ties for the purpose of replacing them by new cards. But the 
new cards were not delivered to the Jews for a fortnight, with 
the result that during that period the Jews were unable to 
obtain any rationed food. Even the Jewish soup-kitchens had 
no food to give to the many thousands of needy Jews fed by 
the community daily. The plight of the Jews was so appalling 
that many “ Aryan" German women secretly delivered food 
to Jews who were literally starving. 

Jewish forced labour units are now engaged, under the 
supervision of storm troopers, in clearing debris in Mannheim, 
Karlsruhe and Duesseldorf caused by British raiders. 


A SLIGHT CASE OF MURDER 


Hungary, it seems, must be about the most civilised 
of Axis countries For there, at any rate, killing 
Jews is still an offence, although, of course, a minor 
one; and the killer is expected to be able to produce 
a fairly valid reason.

ANDERSEN’S FAIRY TALE 


Continued propaganda “ until the last Jew has been expelled 
from.

Semite, Aage Andersen. Andersen is also leader of the National 
Socialist Party, which collaborates closely with the German 
Nazi Party. Andersen proposes to distribute anti-Jewish 
literature and a Danish translation of “ Mein Kampf” all over 
the country. 

But Andersen, and the Nazis, have ther work cut out trying 
io make the Danes belicve in their “ Aryan”. fairy stories. 
Recently, the showing at a large cinema in Copenhagen of the 
Nazis’ new anti-Semitic film, “ Returning Home,” proved a 
complete failure. It merely resulted in an anti-Nazi demonstra- 
tron, and the show had to be suspended. The proprietor of the 
cinema was fined 5,000 kronen for failing to summon the police 
to deal with the demonstrators.

ia B.B.C. broadcast to Germany last Sunday, their third 


anniversary, by Mr. Hugh Carlton Greene, Daity TeLecrarn 
correspondent in Berlin at the tinte of the massacre. Describing 
how nothing he has ever seen in Europe shocked him so much 
as the pogroms in Berlin, Mr. Greene said that he knew at that 
time at least a hundred “ Aryan” Germans who tried to inter- 
vene to protect the Jews. These people had at that time been 
alone, he added, but they were alone no longer. , 

Another broadcast that dealt with the 1938 pogroms was 
given on Sunday by * Manin the Street,” in the B.B.C. Euro- 
pean service. The pogroms were Hitler's first really ambitious 
achievement, said the speaker, and provided the first large-scale 
exhibition of the “ New Order” at work. It was only after 
this attack on Jews that he turned his attention to the French, 
the Czechs, the Poles. and the Serbs.

DEPORTEES IN MAURITIUS VOLUNTEER 
FOR POLISH ARMY 


Four hundred Polish Jews mm Mauritius, refugees from Europe, 
who escaped “ illegally " to Palestine and were thence Sopeenrd 
by the British authorities to Mauritsus, have cabled to Dr. I. 
Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the former Polish National 
Council. asking him +o intervene with the Polish authorities, in 
order to enable them to enlist in the Polish Army. 

A recent ceport from Mauritius spoke of malaria and typhoid 
epidemics from which the deportees had been saved by the 
devoted work of a little group of British volunteer nurses, led by 
Lady Clifford the American wife of the Governor. Soon after 
the refugees were interned on the island, it is stated, the hospital 
was swamped with typhoid cases. The scourge took hold rapidly, 
and threatened to spread across the island. Rain fell daily for 
more than a month, and the morale ot the camp and hospital was 
low. Finally, when typhoid was brought under control, malaria 
broke out.

Another person 
arrested is M. Henri de Kerillis, the well-known Deputy and 
journalist, who has repeatedly made a strong stand against 
anti-Jewish incitement. Among the names of 14 Britons arrested 
in Vichy about whom the British Government has requested the 
United States Embassy to make inquiries are those of Mr. 
David Mendelson, Mr. William Novitsk, and Mr. W. Benzimra. 
The arrests were said to be a reprisal for the alleged arrest 
of seven French nationals in Syria. 

M. Léon Blum, the former French Prime Minister, is seriously 
ill, according to a report in the Star. Former French Deputies 
and Senators are making an appeal to Marshal Pétain to trans- 
fer him from prison to a nursing home. He is reported to be 
on the verge of a mental breakdown and necding special medical 
treatment,

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STARVED FOR A FORTNIGHT 
Vienna Nazis’ “ Oversight ” 


The Nazi food authorities deliberately starved the Jews in 
Vienna for a fortnight, says a Geneva report. Suddenly, the 
old ration cards allotted to Jews were recalled by the authori- 
ties for the purpose of replacing them by new cards. But the 
new cards were not delivered to the Jews for a fortnight, with 
the result that during that period the Jews were unable to 
obtain any rationed food. Even the Jewish soup-kitchens had 
no food to give to the many thousands of needy Jews fed by 
the community daily. The plight of the Jews was so appalling 
that many “ Aryan’ German women secretly delivered food 
to Jews who were literally starving. 

Jewish forced labour units are now engaged, under the 
supervision of storm troopers, in clearing debris in Mannheim, 
Karlsruhe and Duesseldorf caused by British raiders. 


A SLIGHT CASE OF MURDER 


Hungary, it seems, must be about the most civilised 
of Axis countries For there, at any rate, killing 
Jews is still an offence, although, of course, a minor 
one; and the killer is expected to be able to produce 
a fairly valid reason. 

Vago, a leading Hungarian Nazi, has been sen- 
tenced in Budapest for killing his son-in-law, Imre 
Balint Ecsedi, a half-Jew. ago denied that the 
killing was intentional, and said. that Ecsedi’s death 
occurred while they were “ wrestling.” “I learned 
last February.” he added, “that Ecsedi was of 
Jewish origin.”

ANDERSEN’S FAIRY TALE 


Continued propaganda “ until the last Jew has been cxpelled 
from Denmark and hounded down until he has no possibilities 
left on earth” is the policy announced by the newly formed 
Danish Anti-Jewish League, headed by the notorious anti- 
Semite, Aage Andersen. Andersen ts also leader of the National 
Socialist Party, which collaborates closely with the German 


Nazi Party. Andersen proposes to distribute anti-Jewish 


literature and a Danish translation of “ Mein Kampf” all over 
the country. 

But Andersen, and the Nazis, have ther work cut out trying 
io make the Danes believe in their “ Aryan” fairy stories. 
Recently, the showing at a large cinema in Copenhagen of the 
Nazis’ new anti-Semitic film, “ Returning Home,” proved a 
complete failure. It merely resulted in an anti-Nazi demonstra- 
tion, and the show had to be suspended. The proprietor of the 
cinema was fined 5,000 kronen for failing to summon the police 
to deal with the demonstrators. The Nazi rulers have mean- 
while expressed their strong dissatisfaction at the “ passive ” 
attitude adopted by the Danish authoritics towards anti-Nazi 
and pro-Jewish demonstrations. 


B.B.C. BROADCASTS RECALL 1938 POGROMS 


The progroms in Germany in November, 1938, were recalled 
in a B.BCC. broadcast to Germany last Sunday, their third 
anniversary, by Mr. Hugh Carlton Greene, Dairy TeLecrapn 
correspondent in Berlin at the time of the massacre. Describing 
how nothing he has ever seen in Europe shocked him so much 
as the pogroms in Berlin, Mr. Greene said that he knew at that 
time at least a hundred * Aryan” Germans who tried to inter- 
vene to protect the Jews. These people had at that time been 
alone, he added, but they were alone no longer. 3 

Another broadcast that dealt with the 1938 pogroms was 
given on Sunday by * Man in the Street,” in the B.B.C. Euro- 
pean service. The pogroms were Hitler's first teally ambitious 
achievement, said the speaker, and provided the first large-scale 
exhibition of the “* New Order” at work. It was only after 
this attack on Jews that he turned his attention to the French, 
the Czechs, the Poles, and the Serbs. Never before, he added, 
had a whole people been made a scapegoat for the action of 
one of ts members. Anybody whom he hated Hitler called a 
Jew. But outside Germany the term “ Jew” had become an 
epithet of honour and not of reproach. 
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-RUSSIANS LAUGH AT GOEBBELS’ 
CRUDITIES 


“Cowardly Jewish Heroes 


The efforts. of the Nazi propaganda machine in Russia 
are. proving singularly ineffective, and the campaign of 
lies conducted by Goebbels against the Jews often produces 
nothing but ridicule among the Russians. 

He tried, for instance, to tell the people in his leaflets 
that the Soviet Government had taken care to evacuate the 
Jews from all threatened towns to safe places, leaving 
behind the non-Jews to face all the dangers of war. When 
this obvious lie did not work (for the non-Jews could 
themselves. see large numbers of Jews fighting and working 
in the danger zones) he appealed to the Russians not to 
support the guerrilla bands, “ because they were led solely 
by Jews.” Goebbels has failed to realise that in the eyes 
of all Russians the guerrilla fighters are national heroes, 
and that his attack on them could only have the effect of 
endearing the Jews to the non-Jews. And so the Nazi 
propaganda machine has registered yet another failure. 

Hundreds of Jews have been arrested by the Nazis in Pinsk 
(a town largely populated by Jews which before the. war 
belonged to Poland, but which passed into Russian hands in 
September, 1939). The arrested Jews were accused of shelter- 
ing members of a large guerrilla band responsible for many 
successful attacks on German convoys in the district.. Accord- 
ing to the. Nazis, the guerrilla fighters, who consisted of 
Russians and Jews, were supplicd by the Jews in Pinsk with 
ervilian clothes, food, and lodgings 

Ihe Nazi military authorities have formed separate camps for 
Ukrauman prisoners of war taken on the Russian front. The 
Ukraimans are Ueated better than other prisoners, and special 
anti-Jewish and anu-Bolshevik lectures have been arranged for 
them. Nazi agitators seck especially to instruct the Ukrainians 
in Jew-baiting, and those willing to assist the Nazis in Russia 
are promised high posts in “ Nazi Ukraine.”

A Guerrilla Commander's Diary 


The following extracts from the diary of a guerrilla com- 
mander, “ G.,” -appear in Soviet War News, the daily 
bulletin issued by the Soviet Embassy in London. 


October |: Nazis trying hard to get at us. Their punitive 
detachment surrounded the whole forest. For four 
played hide-and-seck.

We read the leaflet aloud and laughed. I am not a Jew,. but 
there are three Jews in our company—good warriors. Spann— 
Commander of the German punitive detachment—we ll get this 
hangman. 

October 9: Exploded an ammunition store in. wood beyond 
Belhaevka swamps 

October 11: Spann hunting us and we are hunting Spann. 
They don't go into the woods and swamps--afraid. We came 
to T. and found devastation there. This Nazi bandit Spann 
paid a visit there. Undressed old women, put them on the snow 
and whipped them. Said they had helped the partisans. Took 
two girls and carried them off in car. 

October 14: An old woman came this morning and told us 
that Spann had arrived drunk, with 18. soldiers, also drunk. 
No guard was posted. The Nazis were chasing the women in 
the village. 

We entered the village at both ends. Spann and two soldiers 
taken alive. Others fought frantically. We took their automatic 
rifles. Our losses: Partisan Moisei (one of the Jews) killed, two 
others wounded. 

We put Spann. on trial. This Nazi officer fell on his knees 
and begged for mercy. Sentence passed and executed.

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DEPORTEES IN MAURITIUS VOLUNTEER 
FOR POLISH ARMY 


Four hundred Polish Jews m Mauritius, refugees from Europe, 
who escaped “ illegally ” to Palestine and were thence ners 
by the British authorities to Maurituus, have cabled to Dr. I. 
Schwarzbart, the Jewish member of the former Polish National 
Council. asking him +o intervene with the Polish authorities, in 
order to enable them to enlist in the Polish Army 

A recent ceport from Mauritius spoke of malaria and typhoid 
epidemics from which the deportees had been saved s the 
devoted work of a little group of British volunteer nurses, led by 
Lady Clifford the American wife of the Governor. Soon after 
the refugees were interned on the island, it is stated, the hospital 
was swamped with typnoid cases. The scourge took hold rapidly, 
and threatened to spread across the island. Rain fell daily for 
more than a month, and the morale of the camp and hospital was 
low. Finally, when :yphoid was brought under control, malaria 
broke out. For two months Lady Clifford and her group of 
volunteers worked night-and-day shifts until both epidemics were 
Stamped out. 


PORTUGAL.—Mr. Berthold Jacob, well-known German 
Jewish journalist, who exposed the machinations of the “ Black 
Reichswehr “ after the last war has been arrested in Portugal, 
where he was awaiting a visa for South America, according 
to the London German organ, Dre Ze:ruNnG. It will be recalied 
that Mr. Jacob was abducted from Switzerland in 1935 by 
Gestapo agents, but later released following protests by 
the Swiss Government.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA FIGHTS ON 


The determination of the Czech Govnenprent to carry, on in 
the Masaryk tradition of toleration, and ef the Czech people to 
carry on the fight for freedom, was stressed by Dr. J. Cisar, 
Director of the Czechoslovak Research Institute, in a lecturg.on 
Czechoslovakia’s Fight For Freedom at the Anglo-Palestinian 
Club last week. 

Dr. Zelmanovits, who presided, recalled how, in. spite of 
Gestapo terror, the Czech people were not only showing their 
sympathy with their Jewish fellow citizens by demonstration, 
but had been giving them active help. 

Dr. Cisar said that in Czechoslovakia, they had re agen 
succeeded in building up a genuinely progressive Republic wit 
advanced social legislation and an ever-rising level of culture 
and education, All its inhabitants had enj full cultural and 
political rights without distinction of race or creed. 

The fall of the Republic, he said, had not been brought about 
by any internal causes, but was due to Nazi expansion 

Describing the national resistance to the Nazi oppressors, Dr. 
Cisar said that the patriots were waiting for the time when the 
general signal to attack would be given to all the oppressed 
peoples.

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100th BIRTHDAY 


WITH this issue, THe Curonicte reaches its 
hundredth birthday. In the time-honoured words of 
the Jewish liturgy, we offer profound gratitude to 
Providence which through fair weather and foul has 
preserved it alive, and brought it in safety to this season. 
And our thankfulness goes out, too, to this free land 
of Britain amid whose institutions and by virtue of 
whose spirit this journal, alone among Jewish periodi- 
cals anywhere, has been able to achieve a century of 
uninterrupted service. That that spirit of liberty and 
brotherhood still survives in these present tragic times 
is testified to by the many congratulatory messages from 
foremost men amongst the free peoples, including the 
great Prime Minister, which it is our privilege to publish 
in this issue. 

Before the war a centenary issue of THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE had been planned on extensive lines. It 
was to be enriched by contributions from the most 
distinguished thinkers and writers, both Jewish and 
non-Jewish, throughout the world. It was to assemble 
a collection of portraits and illustrations which would 
have been of unique historic interest and of lasting 
value as a record of the century. And under the expert 
direction of Dr. Cecil Roth, Jewish life throughout the 
globe, decade by decade, during the century of the 
paper's existence was to be pictured. Imperious national 
exigencies, however, beside which an occasion such as 
this centenary pales into insignificance, have decreed 
otherwise, and have constrained us to limit this present 
issue within the confines of a war-time quota. There 
is, at the same time, the satisfactory knowledge that 
the gifted pen of the historian of Anglo-Jewry, Dr. 
Roth, is engaged upon a full history of the paper, a 
volume which should take its place as a classic of Hs 
kind. 

The last hundred years has witnessed a steady process 
of development or reshaping of the Anglo-Jewish 
Community, which has tested the statesmanship and 
Jewish loyalty of its members. British Jewry has 
grown: very largely in numbers since THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE was founded in 1841, not only by natural 
increase but by forced Jewish immigration from Tsarist 
and Nazi oppression. These newcomers had to be 
absorbed, and the heavy problems they created solved. 
lo these tasks the historian’s verdict will assuredly be 
that our Community addressed and ts still addressing 
itself with courage and « lively sense of Jewish brother- 
hood. At the same time the Community has not only 
increased, but has to a large extent scattered, and the 
process has been accelerated by recent well-known 
events. This, too, since it has in a measure transformed 
Jewish conditions, created problems which called alike 
io press and public for wise and far-seeing treat- 
ment. Nor has the Community during the century 
escaped what may be called general influences—the 
influence of growing industrialisation, of the materialism 
which accompanied it, of religious indifference and 
agnosticism fostered by scientific advance and only 
stemmed, for Jews, by the religion and the idealism of 
the Russian and Polish newcomers. Not even the 
kindhest of critics will urge that these factors have been 
effectively coped with. Absorbed in worthy charitable 
endeavour and the provision of Synagogues, our peopk 
has never adequately grasped the vital importance of 
providing the antidote to the disruptive tendencies 
named, in the shape of instruction in @ live Jewish 
religion and in the proud far-stretching history of our 
people. Jewish leaders have toiled and “ given” selt- 
lessly. But the problem of the “second generation ~ 
and the “third” stares us still disturbingly in the face. 

Side by side with all this has come a weakening of 
the old patriarchal system of government. Old families 
that wrote illustrious pages in the communal records 
have decayed, or drifted from the fold and been entirely 
lost. Concurrently, the Jewish masses have been trying, 
as it were, their democratic wings. Whether this whole- 
some trend will be successfully developed is another of 
the problems. which the future will have to decide. A 
far greater shouldering by the masses of responsibility 
for their own fate must come if British Jewry is to be 
saved, for otherwise there will be few or no capable 
new leaders trained in thinking and administration. 

Throughout its long career, or at any rate for by far 
the greater part of it, THe JewtsH CHRONICLE can justly 
claim to have understood the problems that the gradual 
and almost unseen transformation was opening up, and 
to have contributed to their handling to the best of its 
ability. The principles that have guided it are written 
in all that it has done or sought to do. By consistent 
interest and tireless advocacy it has proclaimed the 
brotherhood of all Israel and the inescapable responsi- 
bility of every Jew to help his less fortunate fellow- 
Jew in other lands, especially when he is the victim of 
such sins against humanity as_ persecution and 
repression. 

At the same time it has stood for unswerving love 
of and faithful loyalty to country. It has compelled the 
realisation that this involves no clash of loyalties, and

the many British Jews—particularly those unforgettable 
ones who fought the fight of Jewish emancipation—- 
have vindicated its faith in this respect. In its religious 
outlook the paper has stood, not for the unbending 
rigidity that is in reality un-Jewish, but for truly 
traditional religious growth—for that evolution without 
which there is only death. It has called, clamoured even, 
for Jewish education, persistently and consistently, and 
forwarded on every possible occasion the spread of Jewish 
culture. It has upheld the democratic principle, that great 
corollary of Judaism's teaching, and, as a free and 
independent publication, has exercised its right of un- 
flinching criticism of authority, no matter who or how 
highly placed—that right without which all democracy 
sinks to the level of a sham and a poisonous deception. 
Finally, ever since the direction of its policy was taken 
over by that great editor and pioneer Zionist, the late 
L. J. Greenberg, it has battled tirelessly for Zionism 
and the Jewish National Cause, seeing in this the one 
dignified, consistent, and hopeful course for Jewish life, 
the one path along which a future worthy of men and 
women could be reached by Jews as Jews. 

In our Jubilee Number of 1891 there are to be found 
the following words of the late Dr. Hermann Adler, 
then Chief Rabbi, writing of Jewish journalism: 

“ Its purpose is to give a vivid survey of the condition 
of the Jews and Judaism throughout the globe. But all 
its records and meditations, its chroniclings and 
comments should be dominated by one supreme desire 
to rouse and maintain in the hearts of its readers of the 
Jewish faith an ardent attachment to the cause of 
Judaism, and in the minds of its non-Jewish readers a 
thorough comprehension of the essence and mission of 
Judaism.” 

In our 70th Birthday Number, L. J. Greenberg, then 
Editor, wrote: 

“The conduct of a publication like THe Jewisn 
CHRONICLE invites a responsibility far transcending that 
of an ordinary newspaper. We have not merely to 
_present to the public week by week an acceptable and 
attractive sheet so as to gain popular support. Nor is 
our business merely to project and aid a policy, by that 
means gathering round us adherents. The object this 
journal has ever set itself is something infinitely wider 
and altogether bigger. We have charged ourselves with 
maintaining the sense of the oneness of the House of 
Israel and urging the pre-eminence of the abiding truths 
of Judaism.” 

As a human institution, THe JEwisH CHRONICLE may 
not always have reached the lofty objects thus 
described, though its record is such that it may quote 
these ideals without shame. It has always sought to 
approach all problems in a spirit of humble detachment 
and in obedience only to God and its conscience: 
and time has proved its advice on major Jewish 
issues almost invariably to. be- justified. It may 
justly claim thatit has provided the main, if not the only, 
forum in the Community for free and unfettered dis- 
cussion, not hesitating to find space for views to which 
it was profoundly opposed, providing always those 
views bore evidence of sincerity and were expressed 
with fairness. In this way, too, as well as by its news 
service, it has provided a desperately needed link for 
our scattered Communities, and helped to preserve 
Anglo-Jewry’s corporate existence, while, as a champion 


of the Jewish cause without minimising Jewish faults, 


it has come into Jewish homes as a friend and been 
received as friend as well as comforter and guide. 

To-day, THe Jewish CuHrRonicte and the Jewish 
people everywhere are confronted with a tremendous 
reversal of fortune. For millions of Jews the sun seems 
at the moment to have set for ever. Mr. Churchill, 
in his message through our columns, sends Jews every- 
where ““a message of good cheer,” and an assurance 
that in the day of victory the Jew’s sufferings and his 
part in the struggle will not be forgotten. ‘* Once 
again, at the appointed time, he, will see. vindicated 
those principles of righteousness which it was the glory 
of his fathers to proclaim to the world.” Jews every- 
where are grateful for this message—the only one, 
incidentally, ever sent by a British Prime Munister to a 
Jewish newspaper. We believe in his assurance. And 
even while thus believing we Know also that our salva- 
tion will come only if Jews are true to themselves, to 
their faith, and to the lofty destiny which God has set 
for us in service of our brother men. 


A BELATED STATEMENT 

Dr. WEIZMANNS Statement, issued last week, on the 
vicissitudes of the Jewish Army plan cannot but leave an 
unhappy impression. It is an impression of veiled hos- 
ulity to the project prompted by fear in the case of the 
Chamberlain Government and, in that of its successor, by 
internal differences and a pull-devil-pull-baker struggle be- 
tween important Departments of State, all culminating in 
several postponements, and, finally, in the abandonment in 
substance of the proposal for a Jewish fighting unit to 
which lithe more than'a vear ago the Government had 
given its “explicit approval.” The Zionist leader has good 
warrant in describing his emotion at this unpleasant course 
of events as one of “ disappoiniment and frustration.” It is 
profoundly to be regretted that particulars of the progress 
of the project have been withheld so long and have only 
been given belatedly and when the plan has been deposited 
im an official lethal chamber. This silence was not fair to 
the Jewish people. After all, it was the position of the 
Jewish people which formed the basis of the Jewish military 
demand. It was from their ranks that the Jewish fighting 
force was to be recruited. Surely they had a right to be 
taken into the confidence of Dr. Weizmann and the Agency 
at some earlier point in the negotiations 


NO VALID REASONS 


Dr. WEIZMANN explains that he could not join in a public 
agitation for something for which he held a definite promise. 
Had he announced a promise there would have been no 
occasion for agitation, and the public knowledge of that 
promise would have strengthened its value. No, there was 
no valid reason disclosed for hanging back until the moment 
when the ashes of the proposal were presented in an urn to 
a “ disappointed ” and bewildered public deprived of any 
Opportunity to reverse the accomplished fact. At least it 
ought to have had a chance to question later on the justifica- 
tions given for the previous postponements, such as shipping 
and equipment difficulties. The former, as THe TIMEs, in 
a leading article which is warmly to be welcomed, points 
out, are not necessarily permanent, and in any case military 
considerations come first in the apportionment of shipping 
space. And as for lack of equipment, recruits have been 
known in this country to drill with dummy weapons from 
the same cause. But drill they did, so that when the time 
came when they could be more appropriately equipped, they 
were at least formations partly trained. 


A CALL FOR PAPERS 


THE situation is now so serious that it is the plain duty 
of the Zionist leaders to seek permission to publish all 
the relevant documents—subject, naturally, to the exclusion 
of any matter that might be deemed of use to the enemy. 
But, if it was found possible to publish Viscount Gort’s 
dispatches on the fate of the B.E.F. in France, there can 
be nothing to baffle the official intelligence in the prepara- 
tion for the public eye of the papers relating to a Jewish 
Fighting Force. Jews have the right to know exactly why 
a proposal, against which THe TIiMes asserts that valid 
military reasons are not easily found, has been turned 
down. What answer ts there to THE TIMES’ argument 
that “ there seems to be little logic in denying such units as 
exist already the right to wear badges and describe them- 
selves as Jews,” seeing that it was not so denied in the 
last war, Is the real reason for the official attitude fear 
of stirring Arab suspicions? If so, as our contemporary 
urgues, “at no time yet has evidence been forthcoming 
that this objection could apply to the raising of a Jewish 
force oversea. 


Jews are everywhere marked out collectively, and as Jews, 
for attack. Jews want to know, and perhaps the official 
papers could disclose, why they should not oppose to this a 
collective defence as Jews. The refusal of this is an offence 
to Jewish pride. It is also gross injustice, because it plays 
direct into the hands of the numskulls, ignoramuses, and 
blackguards who ask tauntingly why the Jews don’t fight 
and will presently begin to say that they did not. This 
matter goes deep down to the roots of the whole position 
of the Jews in the world to-day. It discriminates against 
the Jews, making them the only assailed people who do not 
bear arms in their own national right and under their own 
nahonal name. It stigmatises them as an inferior people, 
and assists those who carry this monstrous and iniquitous 
fable into the realm of political practice. It helps thus 
to fasten still more tightly upon Jews the yoke of servitude. 
If there is one thing more than another that has to be 
extinguished, it is this treatment of the Jew as a second- 
rate citizen. But first and as a preliminary let us have 
that official correspondence about that ill-fated. Jewish 
Army project! 


MILF TI-ISM 

lHe ex-Mufti has reached his spiritual home in Berlin— 
the world’s biggest slave market, as Mr. Roosevelt ‘has 
called it-—after leaving his visiting card at Rome. Thus. 
for the moment, end his numerous flittings, always executed, 
be it noted, with a surprising Minimum of opposition and 
an equally surprising maximum of success. On the heels 
of his arrival among his German fellow-gunmen,-come the 
reports of the shooting of Jewish cyclists in Palestine and, 
to the very great regret of all who came to know and 
respect him during his London visit, the assassination in 
Syria of) distinguished Moderate statesman. 
Fakhri Bey. The suspicion of a connection between these 
three incidents is well grounded. [t points to the con- 
tinuance of the pre-war tactics which consisted in attacks on 
Palestinian. Jews fomented by the Mufti and his fellow- 
gangsters in the interests of their Nazi paymasters. 


lt is to be assumed, of course, that the great British 
forces now in Palestine will show none of their pre- 
decessors’ hesitation in suppressing both the Mufti’s gun- 
men and his ‘illicit propaganda. What is of equal impor- 
lance 1s that the recrudescence of these criminals’ activities 
should be understood for what it is, as in pursuance of 
Axis designs to weaken the British position and authority 
in the Middle East, the method being to injure Britain by 
attacking Jews in Palestine, It is a typically Nazi idea of 
using Jews as a smoke-screen. This and not any real 
dread of Jewish progress in Palestine was, it must never 
be forgotten, the main reason for the pre-war Arab riots 
in the minds of the real leaders as opposed to those whom 
they bamboozled. It is crass folly, therefore, even to con- 
sider appeasing Mufti-ism by letting down the Jews, whether 
in the matter of a Jewish Army or in other directions. Such 
a policy is in stark truth merely a weak attempt to buy off 
implacable hosfility by offering it a sacrifice in which the 
enemy 1s not fundamentally interested. The foreshadowed 
Mufti mischief is an intended blow at Britain. The plain 
way to meet it is by calling all friendly elements and 
especially the Jews to help deal with it. That simple and 
sensible method was barred on the earher occasion. The 
Authorities now have their lesson, and one earnestly hopes 
it will not be forgotten.

THE VALUE OF WASTE PAPER 
Precious Material for the War Effort 


Did you know that one .ton of paper can be turned into any 
of the following? : 

1.500 shell containers; 9,000 shell fuse components; 11,000 
mine assemblies; 71,000 dust covers for aero engines; 36,000 
cut-out targets; 3,000 boxes for aero-cannon shells. 

These are only a few of the uses to which paper can be put in 
the war effort, and that is why the Ministry of Supply has issued 
an appeal to the public for 100,000 tons of waste paper at once. 
The salvaging of waste paper—newspapers and journals, old bills, 
books, paper and cardboard containers and wrappings-——is one 
of the most imperative and yet one of the easiest forms of helping 
in the war effort, in which everyone can join. For years, hoards 
of paper accumulate in most houses, and there is the double 
opportunity of helping the country and of having that house- 
clean that never seems to get done otherwise. 

At the present time much of the paper requirements for muni- 
tion uses has to be imported from across the Atlantic, and 25,000 
tons of shipping is thus employed. If we can collect the waste 
in this country, that tonnage can be diverted to carrying muni- 
tions to Russia 

Housewives should turn out every cupboard, every drawer, the 
cellar, the attic, the lumber-room—every possible place where 
paper has accumulated, and retrieve this precious material. 
Even the bookshtlves should be ** combed " and unwanted and 
useless volumes put into the salvage 

But not only old paper ts wanted—each one of us should get 
into the absolutely regular habit of collecting current newspapers, 
periodicals, magazines, wrapping papers, Cartons, ¢cic., as soon as 
they are no longer needed, and the bundles regularly handed to 
the local councils’ collectors, or to the voluntary collectors among 
ithe Boy Scouts, Girl Guides, and so on. Waste should not be 
placed in dustbins, but stacked in a dry place, tied into bundles 
for casicr transport. And one more consideration: the collection 
of waste paper also helps the rates, as local councils are paid for 
it, and, after deducting the cost of collection and sorting, there 
is, from the bulk provided in each borough, quite a useful 
balance to go towards the relief of the rates.

CARDIFF SYNAGOGUES UNITED 
Captain Roskin Elected. President

The Cathedral Road Synagogue, Cardiff, was the scene 
on Sunday of an important occasion in the history of the 
local Community. large gathering passed a resolution 
for the complete amalgamation of the two Cardiff Syna- 
gogues in the presence of the Chief Rabbi, who presided. 

Dr. Hetiz said the day was a sacred one in the history of the 
Cardiff Community, and one which, he hoped, would mark the 
end of parochialism and npone. He was proud, he said. to 
come ae place the seal on a united Jewish Community for 
Cardiff. 

Ihe Chief Rabbi read the amalgamation agenda (which was 
published in last weck’s Jewish CHRONICLE) and said: “I, Dr. 
Hertz, formally move the adoption of the resolution passed 
unanimously at a joint meeting of the hon. officers, board of 
management, and council of the two Cardifl congregations to 
form a United Synagogue for the City of Cardiff: and it is 
hereby resolved that such amalgamation will take effect as from 
to-day, November 9, 1941." Dr Hertz asked for a unanimous 
vote, bul there were cries of “no.” He then put the resolution, 
which was carried by an overwhelming majority 

Dr, Hertz called for nominations for the Presidency, and four 
candidates were nominated: Messrs. Henry Silver, Abraham 

user, A J. Joseph, and Captain H. H. Roskin. Captain 
Roskin was elected President and Mr. Henry Silver Vice- 
President. The election of Treasurer, Secretaries, and a Board 
of Management was deferred 
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to the Lord Mayor, outlined the Club’s many valuable war-time 
activities, 

Mr. Harris then handed the Lord Mayor a cheque for £250 
collected by the Club members for Mrs. Churchill's Appeal for 
Medical Aid For Russia, 

The Lord Mayor said, in acknowledging the gifts, “1 am 
deeply appreciative of all the splendid work done by the 
members of the Jewish Club. I know the Jewish Community 
well and they have rallied to all our calls and particularly to 
war efforts.” 

The Rev. H. Jerevitch performed the dedication ceremony. 


OXFORD PROBLEMS DISCUSSED AT 
SYNAGOGUE MEETING 


[From our Correspondent} 


The annual meeting of the Oxford Jewish Congregation was 
held last Sunday. 

Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., who presided, said that the member- 
ship of the congregation was unsatisfactory, when contrasted 
with the numbers who attended the services during the recent 
Holy-days. He paid a tribute to the Minister, the Rev. J 
Weinberg, who also acted as Secretary and Teacher under great 
difficulties; to Mr. Levene, the Hon. Chazan; the Rev. J 
Kibel: Mr. A. Klausner, “ the sweet singer in Israel’: to the 
venerable Rabbi Dr. Herzog, for his reading of the Neila 
service; and Mr. M. Lebrett for his remarkable blowing of the 
Shofar. Mr. Laski spoke also of. the impressive sermons of 
Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, the learned addresses of Dr. Roth, 
and the Talmud Shiur conducted by Dr. Zuri. 

Referring to conversion activities, the Chairman said that 
there was no cause for alarm. As a lawyer, he required direct 
evidence of the allegations, some of which, he said, proved on 
investigation to be unfounded. Criticism could, however, be 
levelled against the Anglo-Jewish Community for allowing 
Jewish children to be brought up by non-Jewish foster-mothers, 
and for the lack of Jewish education. 


On the question of the kasher meat queues, he said he 
deprecated the controversy started by people without a 
sense of responsibility and possessing no knowledge of the 


difficulties. He explained the position and the improvements 
which had been made. Mr. Laski appealed for support for the 
Communal Centre, in personal service and by gifts in kind in 
the form of furniture, books, and food. The Oxford Town 
Clerk, he said, had told him that the Centre, which was used 
both by evacuees and refugees, had mitigated many difficulties. 

In conclusion, Mr. Laski spoke of the congregations formed 
in the surrounding districts, and hoped that unity would be 
achieved. In reply to questions, he said that a conference was 
contemplated. 

Mrs: Franklin-Cohen suggested the formation of a Ladies’ 
Guild (which received warm support), and Mr. B. I. Beckman, 
Senior Treasurer, submitted the accounts, which showed a small 
surplus.

LIVERPOOL AND THE FARM CITY SCHEME 


{From our Correspondent) 


A meeting of Merseyside participants m the Farm City 
Scheme was held recently at the Adelphi Hotel. Mr. M. J. 
Glassman, Chairthan of the Liverpool Palestine Victory Cam- 
paign Committee, presided, and in welcoming the speakers, Mr. 
Fred Nettler, J.P., of Glasgow, and Dr. Dov Biegun, said that 
47 plots had already been taken up by Liverpool. 

Mr. Nettler said the Farm City Scheme was not a charity 
venture: it was a practical scheme to ensure the possibility of 
middle-class people living under the best conditions in Palestine. 
fhe Farm City Association was not just a social group; it was 
® practical expression of the will of the participants to make 
something of their holdings. Hundreds were already in -the 
scheme, and he believed they would easily reach 1,000 in 
England, because for Jews not to plan was suicidal, and this 
was a scheme of insurance, especially for those with children. 

Dr. Biegun also declared that the great value of this scheme 
was that it was an insurance. But there was another feature 
which must not be overlooked. All money given for the Farm 
City was used immediately in such a manner as to be of great 
assistance in Palestine to the war effort, and whilst they must 
guard against losing the peace, they must: first win the war. 
it would be the greatest thing for Palestine if 1,000 British Jews 
were to engage in co-operative settlement in the country. 

Mr. S. Samuels said that the old taunt that a Zionist was 
one who collected from a second person to send a third person 
to Palestine was outmoded, for now they were working for 
their own eventual settlement in Eretz Yisrael.

The Cathedral Road Synagogue, Cardiff, was the scene 
on Sunday of an important occasion in the history of the 
local Community. large gathering passed a resolution 
for the complete amalgamation of the two Cardiff Syna- 
gogues in the presence of the Chief Rabbi, who presided. 

r. Hertz said the day was a sacred one in the history of the 
Cardiff Community, and one which, he hoped, would mark the 
end of parochialism and npn. He was proud, he said, to 
geass pe place the seal on a united Jewish Community for 
Cardiff. 

The Chief Rabbi read the amalgamation agenda (which was 

ublished in last week's JewisH CHRONICLE) and said: “I, Dr. 
tertz, formally move the adoption of the resolution passed 
unanimously at a joint meeting of the hon. officers, board of 
management, and council of the two Cardiff congregations to 
form a United Synagogue for the City of Cardiff: and it is 
hereby resolved that such amalgamation will take effect as from 
to-day, November 9, 1941." Dr Hertz asked for a unanimous 
vole, but there were cries of “no.” He then put the resolution, 
which was carried by an overwhelming majority. 

Dr. Herta called for nominations for the Presidency, and four 
candidates were nominated: Messrs. Henry Silver, Abraham 
Hauser, A J. Joseph, and Captain H. H. Roskin. Captain 
Roskin was elected President and Mr. Henry Silver Vice- 
President. The election of Treasurer, Secretaries, and a Board 
of Management was deferred. 

Mr. Henry Silver moved a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi, 
which was seconded by Mr. Abraham Hauser and supported by 
Captain Roskin, who also returned thanks for the honour 
bestowed upon him. “I appeal to all sections of the Com- 
munity to suppOrt me in the gigantic task I have undertaken. 
I know I shall have great difficulties, but all these can be sur- 
mounted if lL am given that goodwill and sincerity so essential 
to the success of achieving unity and harmony.”

OXFORD PROBLEMS DISCUSSED AT 
SYNAGOGUE MEETING 


[From our Correspondent} 


The annual meeting of the Oxford Jewish Congregation was 
held last Sunday. 

Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., who presided, said that the member- 
ship of the congregation was unsatisfactory, when contrasted 
with the numbers who attended the services during the recent 
Holy-days. He paid a tribute to the Minister, the Rev. J. 
. Weinberg, who also acted as Secretary and Teacher under great 
difficulties; to Mr. Levene, the Hon. Chazan; the Rev. J. 
Kibel;: Mr. A. Klausner, “ the sweet singer in Israel”; to the 
venerable Rabbi Dr. Herzog, for his reading of the Neila 
service; and Mr. M,. Lebrett for his remarkable blowing of the 
Shofar. Mr. Laski spoke also of. the impressive sermons of 
Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, the learned addresses of Dr. Roth, 
and the Talmud Shiur conducted by Dr. Zuri. 

Referring to conversion activities, the Chairman said that 
there was no cause for alarm. As a lawyer, he required direct 
evidence of the allegations, some of which, he said, proved on 
investigation to be unfounded. Criticism could, however, be 
levelled against the Anglo-Jewish Community for allowing 
Jewish children to be brought up by non-Jewish foster-mothers, 
and for the lack of Jewish education, 


On the question of the kasher meat queues, he said he 
deprecated the controversy started by people without a 
sense of responsibility and possessing no knowledge of the 


difficulties. He explained the position and the improvements 
which had been made. Mr. Laski appealed for support for the 
Communal Centre, in personal service and by gifts in kind in 
the form of furniture, books, and food. The Oxford Town 
Clerk, he said, had told him that the Centre, which was used 
both by evacuces and refugees, had mitigated many difficulties. 

In conclusion, Mr. Laski spoke of the congregations formed 
in the surrounding districts, and hoped that unity would be 
achieved. In reply to questions, he said that a conference was 
contemplated. 

Mrs. Franklin-Cohen suggested the formation of a Ladies’ 
Guild (which received warm support), and Mr. B. I. Beckman, 
Senior Treasurer, submitted the accounts, which showed a small 
surplus.

LIVERPOOL AND THE FARM CITY SCHEME 


{From our Correspondent) 

A meeting of Merseyside participants in the Farm City 
Scheme was held recently at the Adelphi Hotel. Mr. M. J. 
Glassman, Chairman of the Liverpool Palestine Victory Cam- 
puizn Committee, presided, and in welcoming the speakers, Mr. 
Fred Nettler, J.P.. of Glasgow, and Dr. Dov Biegun, said that 
47 plots had already been taken up by Liverpool. 

Mr. Nettler said the Farm City Scheme was not a charity 
venture: it was a practical scheme to ensure the possibility of 
middle-class people living under the best conditions in Palestine. 
[he Farm City Association was not just a social group; it was 
4 practical expression of the will of the participants to make 
something of their holdings. Hundreds were already in the 
scheme, and he believed they would easily reach 1,000 in 
England, because for Jews not to plan was suicidal, and this 
was a scheme of insurance, especially for those with children. 

Dr. Biegun also declared that the great value of this scheme 
was that it was an insurance. But there was another feature 
which must not be overlooked. All money given for the Farm 
City was used immediately in such a manner as to be of great 
assistance in Palestine to the war effort, and whilst they must 
guard against losing the peace, they must first win the war. 
it would be the greatest thing for Palestine if 1,000 British Jews 
were to engage in co-operative settlement in the country. 

Mr. S. Samuels said that the old taunt that a Zionist was 
one who collected from a second person to send a third person 
to Palestine was outmoded, for now they were working for 
their own eventual settlement in Eretz Yisrael.

JEWISH PRISONERS OF WAR 


A French Officer’s Experiences 


DELIBERATE AND GROSS 
DISCRIMINATION 


The writer of this article is a French officer who was taken 
prisoner by the Germans in the battle of France. 
Together with a number of others he made his escape 
through Russia, whence he has been able to join 
General de Gaulle’s Free French Army and resume the 
fight for France and civilisation. 


We numbered altogether 186. Before making our 
escape through Russia we all of us spent many weeks, most 
of us many months, in German prisoner-of-war camps. 
The party that escaped was led by Colonel Billotte, son 
of the French General Billotte who was killed in the Battle 
of Flanders. Our experiences were spread over the year 
from June, 1940, to June, 1941, and occurred in various 
camps in different parts of Germany. But all our various 
experiences agree in one thing, they bear out that Hitler's 
anti-Semitic policy is restricted neither by the limits of 
frontiers nor nationalities and that it is pursued equally 
in the treatment of French or Polish prisoners of war in 
Germany as it is amongst the German people themselves. 

Contrary to their own solemn declarations and in defiance 
of all international agreements, the Germans have exercised 
deliberate discrimination between Jewish French soldiers and 
non-Jewish ever since July, 1940. At that time in the prisoner- 
of-war camps and in the provisional camps including even those 
hurriedly organised om French soil for the Army of Alsace, lists 
were drawn up of Jewish soldiers. One of the Scribes of the 
Vichy Government, formerly a prisoner of war, and since 
released, M. Noel de la Mort, has confirmed this in a work 
which he has devoted to what he calls his “ captivity.” 

At Neuf-Brisach the Germans put about the rumour that 
Jews, being regarded as an undesirable element, were to be 
freed and would not be sent into captivity in Germany, As 
might have been expected, very shortly afterwards a certain 
number of these Jewish prisoners left—for “ special" camps, 
and in Germany. 

In some cases this trick was not employed until the prisoners 
actually reached Germany. In Stalag 1.B., one of the principal 
camps in East Prussia, Jewish prisoners from the French and 
Polish armies were placed in special barracks together with 
coloured troops. 

Finally in the officers’ camps, an order in August, 1940, asked 
for a return of all officers of the Jewish race or religion. A 
certain number of these, following the advice of their superiors 
and the Catholic and Protestant Chaplains, refused to be included, 
and protested that the Germans could not take account of 
religious and racial diflerences since such differences were not 
recognised in French law. Others regarded it as an honourable 
obligation. to have themselves counted in these fatal lists. But 
the next day they discovered that the return of numbers which 
had been called for turned out to be a nominal roll. 

Then in the first fortnight of November they got orders to 
leave, together with Catholic priests, for a special camp. Only 
an extraordinary accident caused my own name to be struck 
off the list at the last moment. 

What treatment was in store for the Jewish prisoners? I will 
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tell you. I can still hear the words which the Germans said to 
me in November, 1940, on the eve of the departure of the 
Jewish prisoners for the special camp: “ There is no question 
of a of reprisals.” 

But a few days before I made any cornne, I was able to read 
a letter from this “ special camp.” Jews had been separated 
from the Catholic priests, “ We are,” declared the writer, 
“ infinitely worse off than we have ever been.” 

And if such treatment was meted out to men whose title and 
rank as officers were still recognised by France, one can imagine 
what the ordinary soldiers have to put up with in the “ Jewish 
barracks” of the “ Stalags.”” I am not saying that all Jewish 

risoners are systematically bullicd. I don't believe they are. 

don't believe that many of the French prisoners who are 
Jews have been made to suffer as much as the Jewish prisoners 
among the Polish troops of the Sikorski Divisions who were 
captured after having fought in France in the uniforms of 
France and who were separated from the beginning, sent to 
punishment camps under the command of Germans from Poland. 
compelled to carry out all the most arduous and painful work, 
often driven on with blows and beatings and always left last to 
be fed. I will only recount what took. place in one camp, Stalag 
1.B. There, there were no disciplinary companies. But a 
German soldier could not go near the Jewish barracks or pass 
by any of the Jewish prisoners without hurling at them a stream 
of foul abuse of which the least offensive terms were “ Juden- 
dreck * or “ Judas errcke.” They never referred to a Jewish 
prisoner or addressed him as “ Soldier X" but always as 


ew X. 

When Marshal Pétain sent gifts of biscuits to French 
prisoners as a New Year preserit and. as a litth something in 
addition to their starvation diet, the Commandant of the 
Stalag decided that Jewish prisoners should not be allowed to 
receive them. It was only some days later, and after the most 
emphatic requests from the other French prisoners, that this 
decision was washed out. 

When French prisoners were sent to work outside the camp 
or to work on farms (which sometimes resulted in their recciv- 
ing somewhat less harsh treatment), the camp authorities refused 
to allow Jewish prisoners to go with them on the grounds that 
many of the Jewish prisoners came from Alsace and could 
speak German perfectly. There was, therefore, argued the 
Nazis, a risk of their “ contaminating the superior German 
race. 

But the Germans took good care not to leave the Jewish prisoners 
at leisure.’ All the most menial and degrading jobs in the camp 
were left for them. The cleaning out of the sewers and latrine 
cans was a Jewish monopoly, and since the Germans did not 
provide any tools for this work, their only means for removing 
sewage was either some old tins or their bare hands. 


An Officer Insulted 


One day a Jewish subaltern was given the floor of one of the 
barracks to scrub—a man with the rank of an officer in the 
French Army was thus treated as lower than a corporal. He 
Was supervised by a German sergeant, who examined the floor 
to see if it was cleaned to his satisfaction. The sergeant, know- 
ing that he had not only a French officer to deal with but also 
a Jew, ordered the unhappy subaltern to scrub the floor four 
times, and made plain his sadistic joy in thus tormenting his 
prisoner. 

Those not engaged in active work were compelled to perform 
what were called “ gymnastics ""—but they were very peculiar 
gymnastics, consisting either of standing perfectly still for hours 
on end or of throwing themselves flat on the ground at the 
blast of a whistle, in snow or mud, and then being obliged just 


‘as suddenly to jump up, or to double round and round—and 


this sort of thing would continue from morning to evening. 

This went on in Stalag 1.B. until the end of the year 1940, 
at which time most of the Jews in the camp were transferred 
clsewhere to another camp. 

The conditions in Camp 1.B. may not be exactly repeated in 
every camp, but they are typical of many. I cite them because 
I have had so much evidence concerning this camp, and because 
they prove that the hardships imposed on French soldiers who 
happen to be Jews are not the accidental result of some brutal 
subordinate, but represent the carefully considered, premeditated, 
and accepted policy of the Camp Command, enforced with the 
approval of the military and political authorities on top. 

The following behaviour on the part of the Germans is truly 
characteristic: Not content with multiplying the physical 
tortures, the Germans tried by all and every means to arouse - 
hatred against the Jews among the other French prisoners and 
to create racial. feeling. Thus, they supplied us with a Nazi 
propaganda publication written in French, but printed in Berlin, 
and entitled “Le Trait d’'Union” (The Hyphen). Not a single 
issue of this wretched production but contained articles worthy 
of the Stuermer and Julius Streicher. I recall that the first 
number. devoted its editorial to the abolition of the decret 
Cremieux (the decree of the French Government which bestowed 
French citizenship on the Jews of Algeria). Then a whole 
column on page 2 dealt with the Rothschild family, several 
members of whom had just been deprived of their French 
nationality. Finally, on page 3, there was a long article on 
* Jews in the Press and Cinema Industry.” 

i surmise that M. Darquier de Pellepoix, one of those who 
used to yelp in the Paris Fascist anti-Semitic Press, and a 
prisoner like myself in Oflag Ild, was specially released in an 
order specifying him by name dated September 10, 1940, in 
return for anti-Semitic speeches, which he had made in front 
of us, and in anticipation of his rendering most valuable 
services to the Germans: 

We know that other human beings are, and have been, far, 
far more to be pitied than ourselves. Some of us, in the 
course of escape, witnessed the ghetto of Warsaw, where, 
surrounded by electrified wires, as many as 300 persons were 
dying daily from starvation. . 

French or Polish Jewish prisoners of war in Germany are 
soldiers, and the burden of their complaint arises from their not 
being treated as soldiers. No doubt that is much too much 
to expect from Hitler—especially when one remembers that 
2,000,000 French prisoners of war, non-Jews who have, more- 
over, the humble solicitude of Marshal Pétain to plead for 
them, have all been asking for the past year only to be treated 
as soldiers and prisoners of war—and asking in vain.

THe Jewrsh CHRONICLE that had such an organisation at 
its command. It was quoted everywhere not only for what 
it told about the Jews of England, but even more for what 
it reported about those of Russia, of Poland, of Palestine, 
of Morocco, and of every other land, and overseas and 
American editors frankly confessed that when “the 
Chronicle” failed to arrive in time they were hard put to 
it to fill their own columns.

In Stalag 1.B., one of the principal 
camps in East Prussia, Jewish prisoners from the French and 
Polish armies were placed in special barracks together with 
coloured troops. 

Finally in the officers’ camps, an order in August, 1940, asked 
for a return of all officers of the Jewish race or religion. A 
certain number of these. following the advice of their superiors 
and the Catholic and Protestant Chaplains, refused to be included, 
and protested that the Germans could not take account of 
religious and racial differences since such differences were not 
recognised in French law. Others regarded it as an honourable 
obligation to have themselves counted in these fatal lists. But 
the next day they discovered that the return of numbers which 
had been called for turned out to be a nominal roll. 

Then in the first fortnight of November they got orders to 
leave, together with Catholic priests, for'a special camp. Only 
an cxtraordinary accident caused my own name to be struck 
off the list at the last moment, 

What treatment was in store for the Jewish prisoners? I will 
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tell you. I can still hear the words which the Germans said to 
me in November, 1940, on the eve of the departure of the 
Jewish prisoners for the special camp: “ There is no question 
ofa of reprisals.” 

But a few days before I made gp ga I was able to read 
a letter from this “ special camp.” Jews had been separated 
from the Catholic priests. “ We are,” declared the writer, 
* infinitely worse off than we have ever been.” 

And if such treatment was meted out to men whose title and 
rank as officers were still recognised by France, one can imagine 
what the ordinary soldiers have to put up with in the “ Jewish 
barracks’ of the “ Stalags.” I am not saying that all Jewish 

risoners are systematically bullied. I don't believe they are. 

don't believe that many of the French prisoners who are 
Jews have been made to suffer as much as the Jewish prisoners 
among the Polish troops of the Sikorski Divisions who were 
captured after having fought in France in the uniforms of 
France and who were separated from the beginning, sent to 
punishment camps under the command of Germans from Poland. 
compelled to carry out all the most arduous and painful work. 
often driven on with blows and beatings and always left last to 
be fed. I will only recount what took place in one camp, Stalag 
1.B. There, there were no disciplinary companies. But a 
German soldier could not go near the Jewish barracks or pass 
by any of the Jewish prisoners without hurling at them a stream 
of foul abuse of which the least offensive terms were “ Juden- 
dreck " or “ Judas errcke.” They never referred to a Jewish 
prisoner or addressed him as “ Soldier X” but always as 


ew X. 

When Marshal Pétain sent gifts of biscuits to French 
prisoners as a New Year present and as a little something in 
addition to their starvation diet,.the Commandant of the 
Stalag decided that Jewish prisoners should not be allowed to 
receive them. It was only some days later, and after the most 
emphatic requests from the other French prisoners, that this 
decision was washed out. 

When French prisoners were sent to work outside the camp 
or to work on farms (which sometimes resulted in their recciv- 
ing somewhat less harsh treatment), the camp authorities refused 
to allow Jewish prisoners to go with them on the grounds that 
many of the Jewish prisoners came from Alsace and could 
speak German perfectly. There was, therefore, argued the 
Nazis, a risk of their “ contaminating the superior German 
race. 

But the Germans took good care not to leave the Jewish prisoners 
at leisure. All the most menial and degrading jobs in the camp 
were left for them. The cleaning out of the sewers and latrine 
cans was a Jewish monopoly, and since the Germans did not 
provide any tools.for this work, their only means for removing 
scwage was either some old tins or their, bare hands. 


An Officer Insulted 


One day a Jewish subaltern was given the floor of one of the 
barracks to scrub—a man with the rank of an officer in the 
French Army was thus treated as lower than a corporal. He 
was supervised by a German sergeant, who examined the floor 
to see if it was cleaned to his satisfaction. The sergeant, know- 
ing that he had not only a French officer to deal with but also 
a Jew, ordered the unhappy subaltern to scrub the floor four 
times, and made plain his sadistic joy in thus tormenting his 
prisoner. 

Those not engaged in active work were compelled to perform 
what were called “ gymnastics ""—but they were very peculiar 
gymnastics, consisting either of standing perfectly still for hours 
on end or of throwing themselves flat on the ground at the 
blast of a whistle, in snow or mud, and then being obliged just 
as suddenly to jump up, or to double round and round—and 
this sort of thing would continue from morning to evening. 

This went on in Stalag 1.B. until the end of the year 1940, 
at which time most of the Jews in the camp were transferred 
clsewhere to another camp. 

The conditions in Camp 1.B. may not be exactly repeated in 
every camp, but they are typical of many. I cite them because 
I have had so much evidence concerning this camp, and because 
they prove that the hardships imposed on French soldiers who 
happen to be Jews are not the accidental result of some brutal 
subordinate, but represent the carefully considered, premeditated, 
and accepted policy of the Camp Command, enforced with the 
approval of the military and political authorities on top. 

The following behaviour on the part of the Germans is truly 
characteristic: Not content with multiplying the physical 
tortures, the Germans tried by all and every means to arouse 


hatred against the Jews among the other French prisoners and - 


to create racial feeling. Thus, they supplied us with a Nazi 
propaganda publication written in French, but printed in Berlin, 
and entitled “ Le Trait d°Union"™ (The Hyphen). Not a single 
issue of this wretched production but contained articles worthy 
of the Stuermer and Julius Streicher, I recall that the first 
number devoted its editorial to the abolition of the decret 
Cremieux (the decree of the French Government which bestowed 
French citizenship on the Jews of Algeria). Then a whole 
column on page 2 dealt with the Rothschild family, several 
members of whom had just been deprived of their French 
nationality. Finally, on page 3, there was a long article on 
* Jews in the Press and Cinema Industry.” 

I surmise that M. Darquier de Pellepoix, one of those who 
used to yelp in the Paris Fascist anti-Semitic Press, and a 
prisoner like myself in Oflag IIld. was specially released in an 
order specifying him by name dated September 10, 1940, in 
return for anti-Semitic speeches, which he had made in front 
of us, and in anticipation of his rendering most valuable 
services to the Germans: 

We know that other human beings are, and have been, far, 
far more to be pitied than ourselves. Some of us, in the 
course of escape, witnessed the ghetto of Warsaw, where, 
surrounded by electrified wires, as many as 300 persons were 
dying daily from starvation. ; 

French or Polish Jewish prisoners of war in Germany are 
soldiers, and the burden of their complaint arises from their not 
being treated as soldiers. No doubt that is much too much 
to expect from Hitler—especially when one remembers that 
2,000,000 French prisoners of war, non-Jews who have, more- 
over, the humble solicitude of Marshal Pétain to plead for 
them, have all been asking for the past vear only to be treated 
as soldiers and prisoners of war—and asking in vain.

of the features of the periodical they directed; and on the 
basis of this fact foreign correspondents were subsequently 
acquired for it in almost every part of the Jewish world 

in the days before the Jewish Telegraphic Agency and 
such organisations began the systematic collection of 
Jewish news from the four corners of the earth, it was only 
THe JewrsH CHRONICLE that had such an organisation at 
its command. It was quoted everywhere not only for what 
it told about the Jews of England, but even more for what 
it reported about those of Russia, of Poland, of Palestine, 
of Morocco, and of every other land; and’ overseas and 
American editors frankly confessed that when “the 
Chronicle” failed to arrive in time they were hard put to 
it to fill their own columns. Hence for the period down to 
the close of the last war Tne JewisH Crronicre is abso- 
lutely irreplaceable, not only for the chronicler of English 
Jewry, but for the chronicler of the Jews in any part of 
the globe and for the Jewish historian generally. And 
it may be added that even now, though its news-service is 
no longer unique, it frequently outstrips and excels that of 
the more elaborate organisations that have sprung up of 
recent years. 

It is natural that the strivings and activities of the Jews 
in the British Empire received special attention; and London 
Jews who had emigrated to the colonies took care to keep 
“the Chronicle” posted with the achievements of their 
corelizgionists, Im consequence, it serves to-day not merely 
as a supplementary but as a principal souree for the history 
of the Jews in the West Indies, of Canada, of the Cape, 
of Australia’a century ago. 

From every other place to which English Jews went, 
similar reports were sent home, From what other source, 
for example, can it be discovered that a Synagogtie was 
established at Singapore as early as 1853, and one at Lima 
ac early as 1861? One of these days, the historian will 
carefully comb the early volumes for the details they con- 
tain on this aspect of Jewish history, and the labour will 
be found to be amply justified. 


The Champion of Jewry 


In much that has happened: in Jewish life in the past 
century, Tat Jewtsu has been the champton of 
Jewry. One reason that led to its establishment was the 
absence hitherto in Anglo-Jewry of an organ of public 
opinion in which anti-Jewish calumnies could be met and 
lack that was bitterly felt at the time of the 
Damascus Ritual ‘Murder affair.

than one of the most important Anglo-Jewish institutions 
of to-day, and in some casés (stich as that of the Anglo- 
Jewish ‘Association) ‘played’ a rdle which ‘was more like 
that of parent than of midwife. It has pefpetually fought 
against the insidious methods of conversionists—on one 
occasion at least, at the cost of legal proceedings. It has 
no less consistently, polemised, without respect of persons, 
against Chillul Hashem—the Desecration of the Divine 
Name by unworthy conduct on the part of members of the 
Community. It performed wonders in arousing the English 
consciencé—not among’ Jews aloné—at the time of the 
European persecutions from 1881 onwards, sponsor- 
ing “ Darkest Russia” and “The Rumanian Bulletin” 
as separate publications for circulation among non-Jews. 

At the time of the anfi-alien agitation at the close of the 
last century and the” beginning of this, it took up the 
cudgels manfully on behalf of the poor flotsam and jetsam 
driven to the shores of England by foreign tyranny, 
pleaded their cause week ‘in and week out, marshalled the 
presentation of their case before the Royal Commission of 
1902, and when at last the Aliens Immigration Act passed 
into law fought incessantly to see that it was administered 
in a humane fashion. 
recognised service in furthering and facilitating the 
anglicisation of the great masses of foreign immigrants who 
arrived when the gate was still open. Even when the then 
editor, Asher Myers, was opposed to Zionism, he opened 
his columns to. Thedddr Herzl for the first public exposi- 
tion of the great ideal that he championed, and treated the 
movement with broadminded appreciation; while 20 years 
later his successor, L. J. Greenberg, whose sympathies were 
more positive, played a valuable part in preparing the 
ground for the Balfour Declaration. In recent vears its 
unrelenting opposition to the proposal to partition Palestine 
and its dramatic exposé of a secret document on_ the 
subject were important factors in reversing the British 
Governments policy: in this matter. There are not many 
national organs of opinion which have played so significant 
a rote in public affairs over so long a period. 


A Repository of Scholarship 


Ihroughout its career THe JewitSh CHRONICLE has 
managed to maintain the balance between the newspaper 
and the magazine, though at times the scale bas tipped ‘in 
the one direction or the other. The result has been that, 
apart from its importance tor contemporary history, it IS 
replete. with material of permanent interest to the student. 
AS early as the 1840's there were (besides translations from 
the German of Zunz, Jost, and so on) original studies of 
some importance by scholars of the calibre of Edelman, 
Filipowski, and: Dukes. <A long-account ‘of the liturgy of 
the Jews, for example, which appeared in -1853, 
would be the standard authority on the subject even to-day 
if only the pundits knew of tts existence: while the fullest 
study of the “Sepher Hashoham”™ of Rabbi Moses of 
| ondon—one of the few surviving monuments of medieval 
Anglo-Jewish scholarship—is in equally forgotten 
series of letters by Dukes of about the same period. Later 
oa. long articles by Solomon Schechter. Adolf Neubauer. 
Lucien Wolf, Joseph Jacobs, Isract Abrahams, even Con- 
tinental scholars. hike David Kaufmann, begin to appear, 
not to mention those nearer our own day. by our contem- 
poraries, THe Jewiso CHronicre Supplement between 
1921 and 1939 Ihere is hardly any branch of Jewish 
scholarship the student of which can afford to overlook the 
files of THe Jewisn Curonicce—though, alas, he generally 
does. 

As regards Anglo-Jewish history, 
(especially under the editorship of

guarian, Asher Myers) the accepted organ of publication 
before the Jewish Historical Society and its “ Transactions” 
came imto being, and remained. so ‘to some extent even 
after. Many fundamental papers on the subject appeared 


in its cOlumms-—so many, indeed, and spread over so great 


a period of years, that they could not be exhaustively 
catalogued even in the “Magna Bibliotheca Anglo- 
Judaica.” Moreover, occasional notes and queries, 


together with letters and answers of correspondents, provide 
a vast amount of material of this sort: and it is possible to 
say that a goodly proportion of the “ discoveries ” of the 
Anglo-Jewish historians of our day weré anticipated in the 
columns of “the Chronicle” half a century ago. 


History in Advertisements 


Even “the Chronicle's” advertisement columns are an 
historical source of no mean order, and they illustrate the 
social life gf Anglo-Jewry for the past !00 years with the 
utmost fidelity Congregations now extinct advertise for 
their religious functionaries. Competing educational estab- 
lishments seek the patronage of the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity—including one in which the attractions include 
Hindustan, fencing, horse-hair mattresses, and the fact that 
“the pupils are permitted to write to their parents once a 


week, and their lefters are NOT examined.” When the 
emigration to Australia starts, various lines of steam- 
packets appeal for custom, and the columns of “ the 
Chronicle” afford incongruous hospitality to advertise- 


ments of miners’ hats and a water-filterer for the pocket. 
The advertisements of births, marriagés, and deaths, which 
became a feature at an early stage, form an inexhaustible 
mine of information for the’ Anglo-Jewish genealogist. 
reinforced by. the detailed obituary notices which more than 
one Jewish historian has. used in his researches more 
frequently than he cares to admit. 

The status of Tae Jewtsn CHRONICLE has, indeed, beén 
unique in the history of Jewish journalism. It was quoted 
in: Parliamentary debates as long ago as 1854. Its reports 
of legal cases have been accepted as authoritative by the 


courts. It conducted polemics almost as an equal with 
THe Times and with Mr. PUNCH, not. to mention lesser 
fry. The Government of the Tsars feared its criticism and 


tried to buy it off. George Eliot corresponded with the 
editor, Israel Zangwill solicited his support, and = Mr. 
Gladstone invited him to breakfast. Only four years ago 
it included amongst its contributors the man who was ‘to be 


Britain's Prime Minister her finest hour.” Mr. Winston’ 


Churchill. It was censored in Rassia 30 years ago. and for- 
bidden entrance to Germany and Italy in our own day. Its 
correspondents have sometimes been threatened and-even 
arrested by tvrannical foreien governments. It is not only 
the chronicler of Jewry: it has been for a hundred vears a 
protagonist in the Jewish drama, and is itself a slice of 
Jewish history.

“A BADGE OF HONOUR” 


The Wearing of the Magen David 
DR. MAGNES’S SUGGESTION 


Speaking at the opening last week of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity's 16th academic year, Dr. J. L. Magnes, President of 
the University, made a declaration (referred to im the 
editorial notes in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last week) on the 
wearing of the Magen David symbol. 

After referring to the fate of the Jews in occupied Europe, 
Dr. Magnes said: “* We have heard their cries go up to Heaven. 
We read of the glee of the Nazis in compelling every Jew in 
their clutches to sew the yellow Shield of David on his gar- 
ments. I would like to see another way of expressing our feelings 
in this matter. I ask, why should not all Jews everywhere sew 
the same sign on their garments, and thus turn this badge 
of shame into a sign of brotherhood and honour? ” 

In speaking of the work of the University, Dr. Magnes again 
stressed the need for conscription. “ But lacking conscription, 
he added, “ my direct reply to the question whether unmarried 
men between the ages of 20 and 30 should enlist is * Yes. 
Furthermore, everybody in the University should be registered, 
and the University should investigate the qualifications of each 


person and endeavour to determine the kind of war service for 


which he is best fitted. The rules and regulations applied in 
Britain should be our guide,” he continued, “ with such modifi- 
cations as are made necessary by differences of time and place. 
a would like specially to emphasise one thing,” said Dr 
Magnes. “and that is that there should be a mobilisation of 
scientists mm Palestine, both inside and outside the University, 
for war purposes. There is no doubt that they can be of real 
service to the Government, tothe Army, to industry, agriculture, 
and the general war effort here and all over the Middle East. 


* Being myself over the age limit and not in uniform,” Dr 
Magnes went on, “I have no right to say to younger men: 
*You must go. But the method of persuasion remains, and 


what I do say to the younger: generation is: ° There is your duty: 


you should answer its call.’

Rabbi Gavron was born in Klikol, Kovno, Lithuania, and 
from his early youth had a reputation as a Talmudical scholar. 
His teacher was the famous Gaon Rabbi Spektor, of Kovno. 
He studied at Volozin under renowned Gaonim, and in 1896 
he received his Rabbinical diploma from the late Rabbi Werner, 


of London, and a year later was appointed Rav of Cardiff. ° 


Subsequently he returned to Lithuania, and in 1900 came to 
Dublin, where he took up a position which he held for over 
20 years in the Adelaide Road Synagogue. It was through 
Rabbi Gavron's cfforts that the Mikvech. was erected in the 
grounds adjoining the Synagogue in 1915. In 1908 Rabbi 
Gavron received his Rabbinical diploma from the late Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Adler, of London. 

In 1921 Rabbi Gavron was appointed Rav and Minister to 
the Lombard Street Synagogue, a position he held until his 
retirement two years ago. After the departure of Rabbi Dr. 1. 
Herzog from Dublin, Rabbi Gavron was appointed Rav in 
charge of Kashrut for the cry, on Rabbi Herzog’s recommenda- 
tion. He was the author of several works of commentary. 
Rabbi Gavron was predeceased by his wife 13 years ago. His 
two daughters are well-known teachers of religion.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Crossing the Barrier 


HE passing away and the burial of Sarah so poignantly 
IT sescrived in the current Sidra prompts some observa- 

tions on Jewish burial rites. Perhaps in no other human 
experience can the excellence of Judaism be seen to greater 
advantage as a practical guide to the art of living than in 
the rules ordained for observation on the advent of death. 
For it is then that our ceremonial takes over the reins with 
a simplicity and an assurance of future life that prove the 
most sustaining elements to the mourner in his sad hours 
of trial. The key-note of a Jewish funeral is its solemn 
simplicity, a fact which ought to come as a shock to those 
detractors of our faith who delight in painting the Jew 
as the acme of oOstentatiousness in all he performs. Judaism 
forbids all excess in mourning rites and prescribes the 
plainest of wooden coffins, without the adornment of 
flowers. The burial vestments themselves must be of the 
inexpensive kind, devoid of all the wasteful extravagance 
associated with, for example, the famous tombs of the 
Pharaohs in Egypt, and with those other oriental graves of 
antiquity unearthed from time to time by the curious spade 
of the exploring archaeologist. One may also bear in mind 
that it was only in 1666 that the English Parliament passed 
an Act enforcing all persons to bury their dead in a shroud 
of plain woollen material, whereas in Jewish law this had 
already become law in the second century of our era. 
(Ket. 10b.) 


HY this entorced simplicity when committing the bodies 
of our dearest ones to mother earth? To maximize 
the fact that i Judaism death itself has died, and the grave 
is regarded as a kind of subterranean passage leading from 
this scene ot sorrow and stress to that eternal existence 
described as consisting of “one long Sabbath and ever- 
lasting tranquillity.” In our theology, death is regarded 
as the intermediate stage between a temporary and a 
permanent spiritual existence. Then why make an ordained 
act terrible and melancholy by “ groans and convulsions, 
and a discoloured face, and friends weeping, and blacks 
and obsequies "—to borrow the words of Bacon in his 
essay on “ Death”? “Accordingly, the Jew is steeled from 
the very lirst to have no terror of death and to experience 
no alarm when he visits the cemetery, characteristically 
designated as the OTH M3, “the home of eternal life.” 
For only the body, this tenement of clay and shell of the 
soul, is interred in the grave; the soul, this heavenly pearl, 
goes back “to Him who gave it.” The good life on earth, 
filled with good deeds and ennobled by the thought of 
immortality after the crossing of the barrier, robs death of 
ts sting. 
interesting is the Rabbinic attempt to trace the source of 
burial. Here is a Midrash. After Cain had slain Abel, 
the dog which had looked after the sheep of the latter faith- 
fully kept guard over the dead body of his master so 
that no beast or bird of prey devour it, until Adam and Eve 
came on the scene, After their first outburst of grief, 
they were in a dilemma as to the disposal of the corpse. 
For this was the first death in human history, according 
to the Bible. As chance would have it, a raven, deprived 
of its mate bv the archer’s bow, flew by, bent on the burial 
of its dear one. Noticing the quandary in which the world's 
first Couple found themselves, the raven is reputed to have 
said: “1 will teach man what to do with his dead.” There- 
upon it dug a little grave in front of our ancestral parr, 
and reverentially buried its dead mate. . Noticing this, Adam 
did likewise with the body of -Abel—and with this, the 
practice of burial was founded. All the meticulous laws 
‘now governing a Jewish funeral have grown out of this 
simple, natural act. The reverential concern shown by 
Abraham as to ihe burial of Sarah has always been a most 
characteristic feature in his descendants, and those who 
voluntarily engaged in this work were assured of the greatest 
rewards in the world to come. 


[*ROM the first burial described above it seems a tar cry 

to the practice of cremation, now gradually spreading 
among many sections. The burning of the body after 
death has ncver been viewed in Judaism favourably. Not 
only was it deemed as redolent of an age of Moabite 
barbarism but also as a disfigurement and annihilation 
of the body that had served as a sanctuary of the soul. 
The Roman historian Tacitus observes as a curious thing 
that Jews- buried their dead instead of burning them, 
failing to understand why cremation should be considered 
repugnant. (Hist. v. 5.) The “ Responsa” of recent times 
contain many discussions on this subject, and while the 
consensus of orthodox opinion sternly sets its face against 
the slightest infraction of established Jewish custom, the 
march of events has forced many to reconsider the whole 
problem and to try to find, if possible, some sort of com- 
promise which, while adhering to the modern trend of 
events, would also not be flouting a rooted Minhag. This 
must have been the problem facing a former Chief Rabbi 
of England who gave it as his ruling that no burial service 
was to be conducted at a crematorium by a Jewish Minister, 
but added the concession that if after cremation the ashes 
were collected and placed in a full-sized coffin, the burial 
service could be held. However, like all attempts at com- 
promise made cven by those whose orthodoxy was above 
suspicion, this ruling was attacked by those who claimed 
to be more Torah-true. 

Such excursions into the questions set out above are 
necessary if Judaism be regarded as the food of life. 
Judaism is not a cult of the dead, despite the numerous laws 
governing the ritual to be followed and the conduct of the 
mourners. It is a pulsating, dynamic faith which exhorts 
us to render succour to the living rather than to display 
overwhelming grief for them when they are no more. All 
the observances connected with the dead have as their 
primary aims respect for the departed and consideration for 
those who mourn for them. They must, therefore, be tokens 
of love and symbols of fragrant memories, for as soon as they 
become vulgar and border on the superstitious, they savour 
of pagan necrolatry. Our faith in God should teach us to 
take life philosophically and face death resignedly, steeling 
Our spirits with the hope that Isaiah’s prophecy will in the 
end of days be fulfilled: “ He will destroy death in the life 


to come, and the Lord God will wipe away the tears from 
all faces.” 


POLISH-JEWISH UNITY FOR FREEDOM 


“ Our Prime Minister is on the side of Jewry and will never 
see that they lose at the end of this war.” So declared 
Commander Locker Lampson, D.S.O., M.P., at a meeting of 
the Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britain, which was held 
last Sunday at Absa House, E.1, in commemoration of the 
anniversary of Polish Independence Day. 

Sir Robert Young, M.P. (a patron of the Federation) also 
addressed the meeting, which was attended by Count Romer 
(representing General Sikorski), Mr. T. S. Ullman (representing 
the Polish Ministry of Interior), Mr, A. J. Stahl, the Polish 
Consul (representing the Minister for Foreign Affairs and the 
Polish Ambassador), Professor Gorka (representing the Polish 
Ministry of Information), and Mr. L. Grosfeld (Polish Ministry 
of Welfare). Mrs. Lieberman (the widow of Dr. Herman 
ge for whom a memorial meeting was also held) was 

resent. 

Mr. L. Joskowicz, Chairman of the Federation, who presided, 
said there had been misunderstandings in the past between 
Poles and Jews; but they forgot and forgave, and to-day they 
were united in fighting their common enemy in order to help 
restore to Poland her freedom. 

Count Romer, speaking for himself and his colleagues, said 


that they were united in their struggle for freedom and would 
march 

Sir Robert | aye | expressed the belief that the day of libera- 
tion was not far ; 

The Poles, declared Commander Locker Lampson, had proved 
second to none in bravery. But this was a fight for the freedom 
of everybody, and they must not lay down swords until 
the Poles, French, Norwegians, and the Jews were liberated.

GHRONICLE the attainment of 
hundredth birthday. And they will reflect, 
100, in. fetraspect, on the influence and 
effect THe Jewish CHRONICLE: has had on 
the. Jewish family. for whose perusal it was 
primarily published. 

That mflnence differs almost as much to-day 
aso does: the family itself, since the time the 
first numbers of this paper were issued in this 
country. When THe Jewish CHRONICLE first 
appeared, Anglo-Jewry, like the rest of Vic- 
toman England. was pivoted on the home, and 
certainly Judaism found its greatest source and 
inspiration in Jewish family life. In the 
years since then, however, the influence of the 
Jewish home seems to have declined good 
deal, until to-day the home may be said to 
bave: almost ceased in the majority of cases to 
play any mportant part in the mamtenance of 
Jewish consciousness. 

In the early days of this sournal’s history, 
Jews in this. country found their Judaism. in 
their homes, even if they were obliged by out- 
side influences at-times to lay aside some of 
the religious observances of their faith in the 
course of their working or bussness life. 
To-day. it is essentially outside the home, in 
the club, the society, the camp, that virile 
Judaism is preached to and by 
members, many of whom return to very neutral 
homes indeed 


Faithfully Served Jewish Cause 

Through all this time, with its various 
vicissitudes, THe JewtsH CHRONICLE has faith- 
fully served the Jewish cause, wisely adapting 
itself to the needs of the times. «As a family 
chronicle it early created a high standard, 
reserving for publication only facts relating to 
Jewish persons whose achievements had some 
real value for the Jewish and. general com- 
munity. It has thus steered clear of the most 
dangerous and obvious pitfall that gapes 
before publication. circulating primarily 
among a specific community It has never 
become. simply a “ parish magazine,” chroni- 
cling the most trivial events as though they 
were epoch-making. {t 1s interesting to observe 
in this. connection that when,.some. years ago, 
a vival Jewish newspaper-—since defunct——was 
founded on rather pretentious lines, it did 
feature a column which deseribéd readers as 
“ notable” for no better reason than that they 
were the parents of twins! 

[he family interest of The Jewish CHRONICLE 
has been maintained on the surer basis of 


/« genuine interest Yor the world at large. By 


focusing the attention of the. younger section 
of the community on matters of real Jewish 
umportance, it has encouraged within them a 
real sense of Jewish consciousness. To be 
mentioned editorially in THe Jewisa CHRONICLE 
has not been the outcome of an easy sequence 
of natural events It is a recognition of a 
response in Jewish men and women. to: the 
urge for public service, whether for. the 
Jewish or the general community. In many 
notable cases it has been a recognition of a 
very high degree of public service mdeed. . In 


this respect the pages of the paper during the” 


hundred. years now closed do reflect: an en- 
cournging story. And they tell, too, a steady 
record of spurs.won by: the. sons and 
daughters of Jewish parents who were. them- 
selves devoted servants of the public. Family 
traditions of public service are a strong feature 
of Angio-Jewish hie to which the pages of this 
journal testify to a remarkable. deerce.

When in bygone days, the home was the 
cradle of genuine Jewish observance, and parti- 
cularly of Sabbath observance, the white cloth 
on the Friday evening table.was not a compiete

Perhaps the most. seniiicant development in 
Tut Jewish CHRONICLE as a family paper was 
MS association about the. year 1907 .with the 
cause of national Judaism, Zionism This 
came about at a time when. the. intelligent 
youth of the community had already in a 
marked degree responded to the message of 
Herz!. It supplied precisely the hink that was 
needed between English-born Jews and the 
mass of mmmerants who with. their children 
had come to this country at the beginning of 
the century. And it welded as nothing else 
could have, Jewish public opimion into a 
unity which made possible the Balfour Declara- 
tion in later years, and therefore: the subse- 
guent development of Kretz Yisrael. For Tut 
JewssH although enthusiastically 
supporting Jewish national aspirations, never 
made itself a sectional orean even for those 
whose aims were more or less identical with 
is OWN. 


Maintaining Broad Outlook 


It has sought by maintainmeg a broad out- 
look, to serve best the .Anglo-Jewish public, 
for whose benefit it exists, and to. foster a 
democratic acceptance by sucegessive genera- 
uuons. of young Jews of the positive Jewish 
philosophy embodied in Zionism. .And it has 
provided. and stull. provides, for all. an open 
iorum of Jewish so tleng as, that 
opinion is. directed towards the growth. and 
development. of the Jewish message to the 
world. That is why.to-day, when the club, the 
group, the Habonim cenire, or the Zionist or 
lierary society, have replaced the home as the 
focus of young Jewry’s spiritual imterest,. THE 
JewisH Curonicire finds its place there as 
naturally as it has done within the four walls 
of the Jewish home | 

The hundredth birthday finds Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE forging new links in the chain of 
usefulness to the Anglo-Jewish familys Con- 
utterly .undreamed of by. ferme: 
generations—-indeed, beyond their power to 
magine—have come to be accepted as the 
normal state in a country in the throes of total 
war. kamuilics are broken up, if only .tem- 
porarily, and mot only are husbands, fathers.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Crossing the Barrier 


HE passing away and the burial of Sarah so poignantly 
IT sescrived in the current Sidra ompts some observa- 

tions on Jewish burial rites. Pacheos in no other human 
experience can the excellence of Judaism be seen to greater 
advantage as a practical guide to the art of living than in 
the rules ordained for observation on the advent of death. 
For it is then that our ceremonial takes over the reins with 
a simplicity and an assurance of future life that prove the 
most sustaining elements to the mourner in his sad hours 
of trial. The key-note of a Jewish funeral is its solemn 
simplicity, a fact which ought to come as a shock to those 
detractors of our faith who delight in painting the Jew 


as the acme of ostentatiousness in all he performs. Judaism: 


forbids all excess in mourning rites and prescribes the 
plainest of wooden coffins, without the adornment of 
flowers. The burial vestments themselves must be of the 
inexpensive kind, devoid of all the wasteful extravagance 
associated with, for example, the famous tombs of the 
Pharaohs in Egypt, and with those other oriental graves of 
antiquity unearthed from time to time by the curious spade 
of the exploring archaeologist. One may also bear in mind 
that it was only in 1666 that the English Parliament passed 
an Act enforcing all persons to bury their dead in a shroud 
of plain woollen material, whereas in Jewish law this had 
already become law in the second century of our era. 
(Ket. 10b.) 


HY this entorced simplicity when committing the bodies 

of our dearest Ones to mother earth? To maximize 

the fact that in Judaism death itself has died, and the grave 
is regarded as a kind of subterranean passage leading from 


this scene of sorrow and stress to that eternal existence - 


described as consisting of “one long Sabbath and ever- 
lasting tranquillity.” In our theology, death is regarded 
as the intermediate stage between a temporary and a 
permanent spiritual existence, Then why make an ordained 
act terrible and melancholy by “groans and convulsions, 
and a discoloured face, and friends weeping, and blacks 
and obsequies "—-to borrow the words of Bacon in his 
essay on “Death? Accordingly, the Jew is steeled from 
the very lirst to have no terror of death and to experience 
no alarm when he visits the cemetery, characteristically 
designated as the O™TT D3, “the home of eternal life.” 
For only the body, this tenement of clay and shell of the 
soul, is interred in the grave; the soul, this heavenly pearl, 
goes back “to Him who gave it.” The good life on earth, 
filled with good deeds and ennobled by the thought of 
immortality after the crossing of the barrier, robs death of 
its sting. 

Interesting is the Rabbinic attempt to trace the source of 
burial. Here is a Midrash. After Cain had slain Abel, 
the dog which had looked after the sheep of the latter faith- 
fully kept guard over the dead body of his master so 
that no beast or bird of prey devour it, until Adam and Eve 
came on the scene. After their first outburst of grief, 
they were in a dilemma as to the disposal of the corpse. 
For this was the first death in human history, according 
to the Bible. As chance would have it, a raven, deprived 
of its mate by the archer’s bow, flew by, bent-on the burial 
of its dear one. Noticing the quandary in whfch the world’s 
first couple found themselves, the raven is reputed to have 
said: “I will teach man what to do with his dead.” There- 
upon it dug a little grave in front of our ancestral pair, 
and reverentially buried its dead mate. Noticing this, Adam 
did likewise with the body of Abel—and with this, the 
practice of burial was founded. All the meticulous laws 
now governing a Jewish funeral have grown .out of this 
simple, natural act. The reverential concern shown by 
Abraham as to the burial of Sarah has always been a most 
characteristic feature in his descendants, and those who 
voluntarily cogaged in this work were assured of the greatest 
rewards in the world to come 


[*ROM the first burial described above it seems a far cry 

to the practice of cremation, now gradually spreading 
among many sections. The burning of the body after 
death has never been viewed in Judaism favourably. Not 
only was it deemed as redolent of an age of Moabite 
barbarism but also as a disfigurement and annihilation 
of the body that had served as a sanctuary of the soul. 
[he Roman historian Tacitus observes as a curious thing 
that Jews buried their dead instead of burning them, 
failing to understand why cremation should be considered 
repugnant. (Hist. v. 5.) The “ Responsa ” of recent times 
contain many discussions on this subject, and while the 
consensus of orthodox opinion sternly sets its face against 
ihe slightest infraction of established Jewish custom, the 
march of events has forced many to reconsider the whole 
problem and to try to find, if possible, some sort of com- 
promise which, while adhering to the modern trend of 
events, would also not be flouting a rooted Minhag. This 
must have been the problem facing a former Chief Rabbi 
of England who gave it as his ruling that no burial service 
was to be conducted at a crematorium by a Jewish Minister, 
but added the concession that if after cremation the ashes 
were collected and placed in a full-sized coffin, the burial 
service could be held. However, like all attempts at com- 
promise made even by those whose orthodoxy was above 
suspicion, this ruling was attacked by those who claimed 
io be more Torah-true. 

Such excursions into the questions set out above are 
necessary if Judaism be regarded as the food of Iite. 
Judaism is not a cult of the dead, despite the numerous laws 
governing the ritual to be followed and the conduct of the 
mourners. It is a pulsating, dynamic faith which exhorts 
us to render succour to the living rather than to display 
overwhelming grief for them when they are no more. All 
the observances connected with the dead have as their 
primary aims respect for the departed and consideration for 
those who mourn for them. They must, therefore, be tokens 
of love and symbols of fragrant memories, for as soon as they 
become vulgar and border on the superstitious, they savour 
of pagan necrolatry. Our faith in God should teach us to 
take life philosophically and face death resignedly, steeling 
our spirits with the hope that Isaiah’s prophecy will in the 
end of days be fulfilled: “ He will destroy death in the life 


i. come, and the Lord God will wipe away the tears from 
ail faces.”

(representing General Sikorski), Mr. T. S. Uliman (representing 
the Polish Ministry of Interior), Mr, A. J. Stahl, the Polish 
Consul (representing the Minister for Foreign Affairs and the 
Polish Ambassador), Professor Gorka (representing the Polish 
Ministry of Information), and Mr. L. Grosfeld (Polish Ministry 
of Welfare). Mrs. Lieberman (the widow of Dr. Herman 
Lieberman, for whom a memorial meeting was also held) was

said there had been misunderstandings in the past between 
Poles and Jews; but they’ forgot and forgave, and to-day they 
were united in fighting their common enemy in order to help 
restore to Poland her freedom.

CAREERS ADVICE 


The Ministry of Labou: and National Service announce that 
to assist in meeting the man-power requirements of the Armed 
Forces, it has beer, decided that, except for men engaged in cer- 
tain specified essential occupations, no further deferment of 
calling up should be granted to men who. on the date on which 
they were iue to register under the National Service Acts, were 
ender the age of 25, and that current deferment in respect of 
such men should be cancelled. Time is being allowed for 
employers to make necessary arrangements. ~~ 


The Minister of Labour has decided to withdraw from the 
woollen and worsted ndustry women in the age groups 20 to 25 
subject to special consideration being given to workers employed 
in mills engaged 75 per cent. on Government contracts or cloths 
for utility clohing Speosal regard will also be had to key 
workers holding pivotal positions in their employers’ establish- 
ments. (in order to secure that there is a record of female 
workers at present employed in the industry, each employer is 
being required under the Iradustry (Records and Informatien) 
Order to prépare and maintain certain particulars of their 
female workers.) 


Amendments in the Schedule of Reserved Occupations and 
Protected Work are announced In view of the increasing 
employment of women in the occupation of fabric hand (aircraft, 
except balloon), it has been decided to raise the age of reserva- 
tion from 18 to 25, with effect as from January 1, 1942. 


There has been rich discussion of late of the day and resi- 
dential nurseries that are being set up to care for the children 
of women on war work, and the Ministry of Health has 
issued some details of the requirements and conditions for the 
staffing of them. The matron in charge of a day nursery taking 
children ot all ages up to S must be a State-registered nurse.

but who may qualify for war emer.ency work only). Girls of 
16 to 18 can enter as students, being pand £40 tin the first year, 
and work for the nursery nurse's diploma of the National Society 
of Day Nurseries. The training lasts 18 months to two years, 
and qualifies the student for employment as a certificated 
nursery-trained nurse

ANTL-SEMITISM AND THE BLACK SHEEP

COMMUNAL TAXATION FOR 
JEWISH EDUCATION 


Seeking the Deputies’ Help 

The problem of making communal taxation for Jewish 
religious education a practical proposition was under dis- 
cussion at a largely attended meeting of the Joint Emergency 
Committee held on Monday at Woburn House. Dr. M. 
Epstein presided. 

Mr. |. W. Goldberg, in presenting the report of the Com- 
munal Taxation Committee said that the Commitice met on 
two occasions and considered the general principle of com- 
munal taxation, It was agreed that the method for a 
taxation scheme would be tor the examination in detail of 
estimated budgets and requirements for Great Britain. London 
and the largest provincial centres would be dealt with separately. 

It was estimated that the requirements for London would 
be in the neighbourhood of £50,000 tor approximately 15,000 
children of school age. The -eliable income of the organisa- 
uuons which are associated with the Joint Emergency Committce 
would amount to £15,000 This included. the present grants 
received from the United Synagogues. Various methods were 
considered as to the best means of raising the balance required, 
and not only Synagogal institutions but also friendly societies 
and other organisations were considered. 

The Committee were not able to go into detail as regards 
the requirements of provincial centres. 

it was felt that the work of stressing the importance of a 
communal tax should be undertaken by a national body, and 
that the Board of Deputies would be the appropriate authority 
who would be able to propagate the idea successfully and 
bring into being the necessary machinery for organisation for 
this purpose, 

Mr. Goldberg said he hoped that the conference to be called 
on December 14 in connection with the matter would be spon- 
sored by the Board of Deputies. who would invite Synagogal and 
other institutions. 

Professor Brodetsky said he wished to make it clear. that 
he had envisaged the assistance of the Board of Deputies not 
as President of that body—for he had consulted neither his 
colleagues nor the Board itself on the matter—but merely as 
a’ member of the Community who thought that if a national 
body, such as the Deputies was, could do anything to help a 
purpose that was vital to the future of the Community rt should 


do what was in its power. He felt bound to say, however, 


that if the Committee enlisted the aid of the Deputies it must 
be prepared for the extension of the field of criticism and 
advice. 


Standing Committee Suggested 


Mr. Goldberg said that he had hoped that the Deputies 
would set up a standing committee which would eventually 
co-ordinate the taxation of the whole community. In reply 
to some members who suggested that the Jomt Emergency 
Committee itself was the appropriate body to tackle the question. 
he said he wished to remove any musconceptions that might 
be held as to the part the Deputies were to play in the scheme 
for communal taxation It was not proposed to hand over 
the powers, rights, and duties of the Committee to the Deputies 
That body's aid was sought simply because it was the only 
medium that could properly line up organisations and indiv: 
duals for the acceptance of the nica of Communal taxation 

Dr. Brodetsky sani that if the Board did play a part im the 
communal taxation scheme int would in no way usurp the 
functions of the Joint Emergency Committee. 

Dr. Nathan Morris stressed the need for unity at this 
juncture. Many communal organisations, and at least onc 
large s¥narogal body. were aloof from them Lhe help of the 
Deputies was therefore of paramount importance. It had been 
calculated that if the Synagogues were taxed only £27,000 out 
ofthe irreducible of £50,000 a year would be forth- 
coming. Therefore other sources would nave to be sought for 

After further discussion Dr Epstein said he thought it was 
the opinion of the mecting that the Board of Deputies would 
proceed on the lines outhmmed in Mr. Goldbere’s report 

Dr. Nathan Morris reported on the progress being made in 
the traming of teachers. and the Rev. J. Halpern spoke about 
the inquiries now being conducted among refugee children with 
a view to their receiving religious education. 

yr. |. Epstein reported on his visit to the evacuce centre 
at King’s Lynn. On the whole he found conditions very satis- 
factory, although he noted with dismay the absence of kashet 
lood. Another thing that distressed him was the “ athersm ” 
of a number of Young Zionists.

Mr. S. N. Prevezer presided and said, 1 propose with your 
approval, to take as read the Directors’ report and balance- 
sheet, copies of which have been circulated to the members. 

Before proceeding to the accounts, I will briefly refer to 
the outbreak of fire which occurred at the factory in February 
of this year, the effect of which is reflected in the figures now 
under review. The fire was confined to one buiulilding, and 
all but the ground floor was completely gutted: further the 
greater part of our manufactured stocks were contained in 
this building, and therefore destroyed. It was fortunate, how- 
ever, that our valuable production plant, which you will appre- 
ciate could not be replaced under present conditions, was not 
affected. 

Turning to the balance-sheet, the fixed assets stand at 
£143,813—a decrease of £10,009, this is accounted for by the 
destruction of the building and fixtures, which cannot be recon- 
structed during the period of the war. Liquid assets at 
£87,731 show an increase of £9,660 over the corresponding 


figure for the previous year. . This increase is largely due to the | 


fire loss being settled just prior to the end ‘of the financial year. 

Dealing with the liabilities side, trade creditors and accrued 
charges are £7,296 and taxation reserve £8,503, while the com- 
parative figures for the previous year are £15,703 and £4,611 
respectively. 

I am very pleased to inform you that the subsidiary company 
has earned sufficient profits to enable us to bring back into 
our profits the reserve created in the year 1939 against losses 
incurred by that company, and subsequent to June 30, 1941, 
the position continues quite satisfactory. 

Many employees of the Company have been called up to the 
Forces, also Government legislation has curtailed the manuvu- 
facture of pure silk hosicry, thus seriously affecting the dyeing 
section of our business. These factors combined with the great 
restriction of supplies must effect the financial results, and if 
you will now refer to the profit and loss account you will see 
that the profit on trading at £22,213 is £3,483 lower than the 
previous year. Revenue has suffered the additional charge of 
war risk insurance on plant and buildings, and we have made 
the usual provision against depreciation of £5,000. Taking the 
amount brought forward from the previous year together with 
the net profit for the current year, and after making provision 
for all taxation, there remains an uvailable balance of £30,246, 
of which £11,625 has already been distributed by way of divi- 
dends. Your directors have recommended payment of a final 
dividend of 5 per cent., which brings the total distribution for 
the year up to 124 per cent. on the ordinary share capital, and, 
subject to your confirmation, the balance of profit carried 
forward to next year will be £14,871, as against £14,345 brought 
in from the previous year. I feel sure that in all the circum- 
stances you will agree with me when I say that the results of 
the year which we are now reviewing can be considered 
satisfactory. 

I know you will not expect me to make any statement as to 
the future, but it can be said that for the first quarter of the 
current year the profits carned are quite favourable as com- 
pared with the similar period of the previous year. I am very 
happy to say that a large part of the Company's plant is engaged 
on Government contracts, and is now scheduled under the 
Essential Works Order until March, 1942, but it is not certain 
that the Government work will continue beyond that date. If 
further contracts do not materialise, it is thought that some 
form of concentration is bound to be enforced in our branch 
= the textile industry. The results of this we cannot now 

resee. 


Appreciation was expressed to Mr. S. N. Prevezer, who was 
serving with H.M, Forces, and had at great inconvenience 
managed to attend and take the chair at the mecting. 

The report and accounts were approved and the dividends

THE REFUGEES 


NAZIS IN CANADIAN CAMP 
Refugees’ Protest Strike 


The following story told me by a refugee who has just 
returned from internment in Canada (writes a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE representative) lays bare the mentality which 
apparently still governs some of the officials who are in 
charge of Canadian internment camps. This man, who was 
one of a party of 50 which has arrived in Britain, described 
how the refugees in his camp protested against the presence 
among them of a number of Nazis for whose removal they 
kept up a constant and unsuccessful demand. Undaunted, 
they continued their efforts, but were always asked: “ How 
do you know that they are Nazis? ” despite the fact that 
many of the persons complained about did not conceal the 
fact that they were. : 

One day, about a month ago, a Nazi had the temerity to 
declare in the presence of other rciugees that anyone joining the 
Alien Pioneer Corps was a traitor to his country, and he 
threatened to present a list, which he said he had, to the 
German authorities, when the time arrived, of those who were 


. serving in the Corps. 


This man got what he deserved—a good hiding. But not 
from the authorities. For the Commandant of the Camp, my 
informant declared, told the refugees that “no minority in this 
camp is to be terrorised,’ and he cven hinted at “ Jewish and 
Communistic intrigue.” 

After this incident the refugees formed a committee in order 
to imvestigate similar cases of Nazi activity, but after a few 
day they were amazed to find that within a period of four hours 
seven of the refugees. sitting on the committee were marched 
off from this camp and put in Camp “SS.” which is a camp 
intended almost for Italian Fascists. 

He had seen, he told me, these seven refugees wearing 
prisoner-of-war clothes. 

Things came to such a pass that the refugees decided to go 
on strike as a protest against this state of affairs, and for 48 
hours they refused to eat, drink, or work. « They refused to call 
the strike off unless two demands were granted: that the seven 
refugees should be brought back to the camp, and that the 
Nazis should be removed forthwith. Neither demand was 
agreed to by the Commandant or by the Commissioner for 
Refugee Camps, who is a Canadian and the British representa- 
tive of the Home Office in Canada. : 

The strike was eventually called off, said this refugee, because 
of the threat by the Commissioner that unless it were their 
departure to Britain for release would be stopped. 

My informant could not tell me of the subsequent develop- 
ments, but added that there had been a few improvements in 
camp conditions, the outstanding one being that visitors were 
now allowed. On the whole, however, conditions remained 
much the same, as a result of the attitude towards the refugees 
of some of the authorities, who did not appear to understand 
the meaning of the word “ refugee.” 


AIDING SALVAGE DRIVE 
German refugees are playing a big part in Britain's great ant- 
waste campaign, reports the Daity Mai. Some held high 
positions once in Germany's industrial life and saw the great 
drive made to stop waste while they were preparing for war. 
They have handed on their information to Britain and coniri- 
buted ideas which have achieved enormous savings in industry. 


One German gave us an idea for re-refining oil which has 
proved very successful. 


A resolution passed at a mecting of refugees from Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, and Germany, held in Birmingham recently 
under the chairmanship of Councillor Spragg, Secretary of the 
local Trades Council, urges that the obstacles preventing 
refugees from strengthening their war efforts be abolished. 
Among the obstacles are the facts that refugee women cannot 
get promotion. in the A.T.S.; that Austrian and German 
refugees are excluded from most civil defence organisations ; 
that a great number of refugees are still interned; and that 
aliens are being excluded from some courses of the Government 
training scheme. The resolution has been sent to the Home 
Secretary. The refugees at the mecting offered themselves as 
blood donors, and pledged their help to the salvage campaign. 


More than half the 1,300 refugee doctors in Britain have now 
been absorbed in the medical services, according to a statement 
by Professor Samson Wright, Chairman of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Central Office for Refugees. Only 530 are registered 
with the Committee as being still unemployed, and these are 
being called up weekly for service in substantial numbers. 
Alien doctors are not permitted to engage in private practice 
on their own, but they may serve in institutions or as assistants 
to British doctors.

THE PACIFISTS AND THE 
PEACE-MONGERS 


A Clear Distinction 


{From a Correspondent} 


Christian Pacifists will have nothing to do with the peace- 
mongers who aim at doing a deal with the Nazis. This was 
made clear at a meeting arranged by the Council of Christian 
Pacifist Groups at Kingswa Hall, C., last week. 

After the Chairman, the Rev, Donald Soper, had emphasised 
that they refused to condone evil, or to imply, as was being 
done in some quarters, that the whole world was of equal 
moral blame, Pastor Franz Hildebrandt made a strong denun- 
ciation, quoting the words of Jeremiah and Luther, of the 
false prophets “ who say peace, peace, and there is no peace.’ 
Pastor Hildebrandt, who is a friend of the imprisoned Pastor 
Niemdller, and came from Germany in 1937, shares his friend's 
forthright anti-Nazi attitude. He declared that “ there can be 
no peace with Hitler and what he stands for.” They did not, 
as some people did, consider that he was “ not so bad.” They 
did not represent any sort of fifth column. There was no good 
whatsoever in what the tyrant Hitler or his regime had done 
for Europe. ‘* With these evils,” he said, “ there can be no 
compromise,” and their oniy issue with non-pacifists was on 
ways and means of bringing: about Hitlerism’s defeat. He 
considered the non-violent method the most effective. 

Pastor Hildebrandt described in moving terms the refusal 
of Christians in Norway, Holland, and Germany itself to come 
to terms with Nazism. In Holland, particularly, decent men 
saw the Jewish question as the. key to the Christian question, 
and would not give in to Nazi racial doctrines, which the con- 

ucrors tried to impose in cultural and economic life. The 

hristian pacifists would not mix themselves with the pacifists 
who pone for peace on secular grounds, and hid the fact 
of evil. 

If there were a laying down of arms that aftcrnoon, he 
asserted, it would not be the peace in which he believed. There 
could be no false peace with him who representcd the person 
and system of Antichrist, 

The Pastor's stand was endorsed by Canon Charics E. Raven, 
who urged them to act as “ good Samaritans ” and not to stand 
aside from service to the victims. of war. 


Whitewashing Hitler 


In sharp contrast to the Pastor's words is an article m this 
week's Peace News, by “ Observer,” which seeks to paint 
Russia as being even blacker than Germany. * Satan versus 
Satan,” is one “ Why does the New SratesMan speak 
of the Nazis alone as guilty of systematic terrofism?. . . . The 
Stalin Government has been guilty of mass murder on a scale 
which outsoars that of the Nazis... . If the brutality of the 
Nazis be Beelzebub, then it is by Beclzebub that we are trying 
to cast it out.” The article goes on, much in the strain of 
recent letters by the Duke of Bedford, to paint a gloomy picture 
of Russia's chances of resistance; it praises the action of the 
Nazis in breaking up the collective farms in the Ukraine: and 
it quotes, with approval, a statement that the European 
peasant * quite definitely prefers Nazism to Communism.” The 
writer then turns his attention from Russia to Britain, with 
some snecrs at members of the Government who wish to aid 
Russia; and praises the Belgian quisling Henri dc Man, now 
collaborating with the Nazis. 

An interesting feature in the same issue is a review of the 
Duke of Bedford's new pamphict, “ What a Game,” in which 
he urges a deal with the Nazis. The review describes the book 
as “the most reasonable and reasoned analysis of the actual 
war situation to-day to be obtained anywhere.” 

As noted these words, Pastor Hildebrandt s denunciation 
of the false prophets of peace echoed in my mind. It is evident 
that the sincere pacifist and the peace-mongers are poles apart, 
and that such pacifists, however much they deplore the violent 
method of resistance, will never condone Nazism or seck to 
come to terms with it. For them, also, anti-Semitism will 
continue to be a fundamental test of sincere Chiristianity, 
and they will reject the blandishments both of Goebbels and ot 
his apologists in this country. 

“In the event of Russia being defeated we should have to 
consider between the alternatives of a negotiated peace oF 
defeat,” the Duke of Bedford declared last week. “* The pacifist

it is obvious, does not speak for the pacifist: Pastor Hilde- 
brandt has given him his answer.

THE REFUGEES 


NAZIS IN CANADIAN CAMP 
Refugees’ Protest Strike 


The following story told me by a refugee who has just 
returned from internment in Canada (writes a JeEwisn 
CHRONICLE representative) lays bare the mentality which 
apparently still governs some of the officials who are in 
charge of Canadian internment camps. This man, who was 
one of a party of 50 which has arrived in Britain, described 
how the refugees in his camp protested against the presence 
among them of a number of Nazis for whose removal they 
kept up a constant and unsuccessful demand. Undaunted, 
they continued their efforts, but were always asked: “ How 
do you know that they are Nazis? ” despite the fact that 
many of the persons complained about did not conceal the 
fact that they were. 

One day, about a month ago, a Nazi had the temerity to 
declare in the presence of other refugees that anyone joining the 
Alien Pioneer Corps was a traitor to his country, and he 
threatened to present a list, which he said he had, to the 
German authorities, when the time arrived, of those who were 
serving in the Corps. ae 
’ This man got what he deserved—a good hiding. But not 
from the authorities. For the Commandant of the Camp, my 
informant declared, told the refugees that “no minority in this 
camp is to be terrorised,” and he even hinted at “ Jewish and 
Communistic intrigue.” 

After this incident the refugees formed a committee in order 
to investigate similar cases of Nazi activity, but after a few 
day they were amazed to find that within a period of four hours 
seven of the refugees sitting on the committee were marched 
off from this camp and put in Camp “5S.” which is a camp 
intended almost wholly for Italian Fascists. 

He had seen, he told me, these seven refugees wearing 
prisoner-of-war clothes. : 

Things came to such a pass that the refugees decided to go 
on strike as a protest against this state of affairs, and for 48 
hours they refused to eat, drink, or work. They refused to call 
the strike off unless two demands were granted: that the seven 
refugees should be brought back to the camp, and that the 
Nazis should be removed forthwith. Neither demand was 
agreed to by the Commandant or by the Commissioner for 
Refugee Camps, who is a Canadian and the British representa- 
tive of the Home Office in Canada. 

The strike was eventually called off, said this refugee, because 
of the threat by the Commissioner that unless it were their 
departure to Britain for release would be stopped. 

My informant could not tell me of the subsequent develop- 
ments, but added that there had been a few improvements in 
camp conditions, the outstanding one being that visitors were 
now allowed. On the whole, however, conditions remained 
much the same, as a result of the attitude towards the refugees 
of some of the authoritics, who did not appear to understand 


‘the meaning of the word “ refugee. 


AIDING SALVAGE DRIVE 


German refugees are playing a big part in Britain’s great anti- 
waste campaign, reports the Dauy Main. Some held high 
positions once in Germany's industrial life and saw the great 
drive made to stop waste while they were preparing for war. 
They have handed on their information to Britain and contri- 
buted ideas which have achieved enormous savings in industry. 
One German gave us an idea for re-refining oil which has 
proved very successful. 


A resolution passed at a meeting of refugees from Ausiria, 
Czechoslovakia, and Germany, held in Birmingham recently 
under the chairmanship of Councillor Spragg, Secretary of the 
local Trades Council, urges that the obstacles preventing 
refugees from strengthening their war efforts be abolished. 
Among the obstacles are the facts that refugee women cannot 
get promotion. in the A.T.S.; that Austrian and German 
refugees are excluded from mosi civil defence organisations ; 
that a great number of refugees are still interned: and that 
aliens are being excluded from some courses of the Government 
training scheme. The resolution has been sent to the Home 
Secretary. The refugees at the mecting offered themselves as 
blood donors, and pledged their help to the salvage campaign. 


More than half the 1,300 refugee doctors in Britain have now 
been absorbed in the medical services, according to a statement 
by Professor Samson Wright, Chairman of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Central Office for Refugees. Only 530 are registered 
with the Committee as being still unemployed, and these are 
being called up weekly for service in substantial numbers. 
Alien doctors are not permitted to engage in private practice 
on their own, but they may serve in institutions or as assistants 
to British doctors.

THE PACIFISTS AND THE

A Clear Distinction

They did not, 
as some people did, consider that he was “ not so bad.” They 
did not represent any sort of fifth column. There was no good 
whatsoever in what the tyrant Hitler or his regime had done 
for Europe. ‘* With these evils,” he said, “ there can be no 
compromise,” and their oniy issue with non-pacifists was on 
ways and means of bringing about Hitlerism’s defeat. He 
considered the non-violent method the most effective. 

Pastor Hildebrandt described in moving terms the refusal 
of Christians in Norway, Holland, and Germany itself to come 
to terms with Nazism. In Holland, particularly, decent men 
saw the Jewish question as the key to the Christian question, 
and would not give in to Nazi racial doctrines, which the con- 
qucrors tricd to impose in cultural and economic life. The 
Christian pacifists would not mix themselves with the pacifists 
—¥ iors for peace on secular grounds, and hid the fact 
oT eCvii. 

If there were a laying down of arms that afternoon, he 
asserted, it would not be the peace in which he believed. There 
could be no false peace with him who represented the person 
and system _of Antichrist. 

The Pastor's stand was endorsed by Canon Charles E. Raven, 
who urged them to act as “ good Samaritans ™ and not to stand 
aside from service to the victims of war. 


Whitewashing Hitler 


In sharp contrast to the Pastor's words is an article in this 
week's Peace News, by “ Observer,” which seeks. to paint 
Russia as being even blacker than Germany. “* Satan versus 
Satan,” is one heading. “ Why does the New SraTesmMan speak 
of the Nazis alone as guilty of systematic terrofism?. . . . The 
Stalin Government has been guilty of mass murder on a scale 
which outsoars that of the Nazis. ... If the brutality of the 
Nazis be Beelzebub, then it is by Beelzebub that we are trying 
to cast it out.” The article goes on, much in the strain of 
recent letters by the Duke of Bedford, to paint a gloomy picture 
of Russia's chances of resistance: it praises the action of the 
Nazis in breaking up the collective farms in the Ukraine; and 
it quotes, with approval, a statement that the European 
peasant “ quite definitely prefers Nazism to Communism.” The 
writer then turns his attention from Russia to Britain, with 
some snmeers at members of the Government who wish to aid 
Russia; and praises the Belgian quisling Henri dc Man, now 
collaborating with the Nazis. 

An interesting feature in the same issue is a review of the 
Duke of Bedford's new pamphiect, “ What a Game,” in which 
he urges a deal with the Nazis. The review describes the book 
as “the most reasonable and reasoned analysis of the actual 
war situation te-day to be obtained anywhere.” 

As I noted these words, Pastor Hildebrandt’s denunciation 
of the false prophets of peace echoed in my mind. It is evident 
that the sincere pacifist and the peace-mongers are poles apart, 
and that such pacifists, however much they deplore the. violent 
method of resistance, will never condone Nazism or seek to 
come to terms with it. For them, also, anti-Semitism will 
continue to be a fundamental test of sincere Christianity, 
and they will reject the blandishments both of Goebbels and ot 
his apologists in this country. 

“In the event of Russia being defeated we should have to 
consider between the alternatives of a negotiated peace or 
defeat,” the Duke of Bedford declared last week. “* The pacifist 
Position in this matter is good horse sense.” But the Duke, 
it is Obvious, does not speak for the pacifist: Pastor Hilde- 
brandt has given him his answer.

Four Composers Contrasted 


The Modern Music Concert at Wigmore Hall last week-end 
was highly diversified, not so much in regard to the categories 
of composition and instrumental combinations as in the very 
quality, texture, and mood of the works performed. It is a 
far cry from Bartok’s “ Third String Quartet " to Arthur Bliss’s 
“ Summer 1940” cycle for tenor and piano, which had a first 
performance. And yet from Bliss to Howard Ferguson, with 
his Piano Sonata, or to Edmund Rubbra, represented by a 
first performance of “ Five Spencer Sonnets,” is almost as far. 
Bartok’s scraping and. spluttering were interesting chiefly for 
their demonstration of the strange noises that can be produced 
from four stringed instruments, and for that reason the work 
is suited rather for the professorial class than the concert hall. 

Bliss has made a considerable advance on previous works in 
the direction of a more romantic warmth, and even of more 
conventional part writing, but his “ Cycle reveals that he 
has remained austere and at times a little bleak. Edmund 
Rubbra’s new work did not make any great appeal to me, but as 
that applies to all his compositions I fear the fault is in myself. 
Its presentation was not helped by the performance of the 
London Polish String Quartet, who were more at home in the 
infelicities of Bartok 

William Parsons was the singer in the Bliss cycle, John 
McKenna presented the Rubbra sonnets, and Dame Myra 
Hess, of course, displayed the richness of Ferguson's sonata, 
about which she is a deeply discerning enthusiast.
